"From  Plava  to  the  sea.  after  having 
crossed  th«  first  line  of  the  enemy, 
which  bad  been  completely  destroyed, 
our  troops  brought  pressure  to  bear 
upon  him.  Being  supported  by  constd- 
■ral>la  artillery  and  numerous  machine 
gatiM,  the  enemy  offered  desperate  re- 
alauAoe. 

"Altogether  208  airplanes  Indefatiga- 
bly  participated  In  the  battle,  attacking 
repeatedly  with  bombs  and  machine 
gUDfl  the  troops  assembled  to  the  rear 
»f  the  enemy's  positions.  The  Infantry 
•etlon  vigorously  continues,  while  the 
ftrtlUery  also  la  proceeding  energetically 
with    its   work   of   destruction. 

"The  enemy's  losses  are  very  serious. 
The  booty  reported  up  to  the  present 
Is  very  considerable.  Some  fleld  <uns 
and  a  large  number  of  machine  guns 
are  in  our  hands.  Up  to  last  evening 
more  than  7,500  men  and  100  ofllcers 
jtaaaed  into  our  hands."

ROME,  Aug.  20. — Commenting  on  the 
nt)w  Italian  advance,  newspapers  here 
tay  that  it,  like  the  Franco-Brltlah  at- 
tack in  Flandera  will  be  of  servU-e  it 
It  demonatratea  bow  the  Entente  coun- 
tries feel  toward  the  "premature  peace 
pioposala  of  the  Pope.  It  la  said  Aus-> 
tria  apparently  realizes  the  gravity  oT 
the  situation,  as  announcement  Ih  made 
that  Rmperor  Charles  la  noon  to  visit 
the  Austro-Italian  front,  presumably  to 
encourage  his  troops. 

An  Austrian  official  statement  of  yes- 
terday said  Italian  forces  had  starte't 
an  offensive  on  a  37-mlle  front  from 
Tolmino  to  a  polpt  near  the  Adrlatfc. 
The  struggle  was  said  to  be  bitter. 

OOPKNHAOKN,  Aug.  '20.— The  special 
correspondent  of  The  Cologne  Gasette  on 
the  Isonso  front  has  telegraphed  us  fol- 
lows to  Berlin: 

"The  artillery  concentration  for  the 
eleventh  Isonso  battle  surpassed  ali 
earlier  preparations.  The  roar  of  more 
than  6,000  cannon  in  uninterrupted  ac- 
tivity can  be  heard  deep  Into  the  Tyrol. 
The  presence  of  a  great  number  of  Brit- 
ish and  French  guns  of  the  heaviest 
calibre  has  been  established." 

The  Lokal  Anseiger  correspondent  on 
the  Verdun  front  says  the  artillery  bom- 
bardment there  had  reached  Its  inten- 
sity on  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
Indieatlnc  that  the  opening  of  a  great 
Infantry  battle  was  not  far  off.  He  adds 
,U||^.,th«  Qarman  poaltlona  war*  oiiily  a 
broad  belt  of  shell  holes,  in  which  the 
defenders  were  sheltered  awaiting  the 
expected  storm.

LONDON,  Aug.  20.— ICdwln  8.  Mon- 
tagu, Secretary  for  India,  will  go  to 
tliat  country  next  Winter  to  take  up  re- 
form  of   the  Government   there.

Gunners  on  British  Ship  Report 
Siiccessful  Shooting  at  Pir- 
ate Craft  —  Escapes  From 
Second  Attack. 


AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  Aug.  20.— A 
hit  on  a  German  submarine  on  thp  out- 
ward voyage  and  the  successful  thwart- 
ing of  an  attack  by  another  German* 
submarine  on  the  trip  back  to  thin 
country,  were  reported  by  offlcers  of  a 
British  steamer  which  arrived   tonlRht. 

The  first  submarine  was  sighted 
about  300  miles  off  the  roast  of  France.

Jr.,  ant  Richard  H.  Mead  were  burned 
to  death  h«re  late  today  when  an  aero- 
plane in  which  they  were  experimenting 
with  smoke  bombs  caught  Are  in  the 
air.  Both  men  were  dead  when  the  de- 
atroyed machine  fell  to  the  ground. 
Wall  waa  a  civil  engineer  In  training  for 
aviation  service.  Mead  waa  an  aviation 
Inapector  who  came  to  Buffalo  recently 
fram  the  training  camp  at  Mlneola. 
Long   Island. 

Wall  and  Mead  had  gone  to  a  height 
of  about  700  fact  to  test  a  new  bomb 
which  had  been  offered  to  the  Oovern- 
ment for  work  in  spotting  gun  poaltlona. 
Watehara  on  the  ground,  among  them 
the  inventor  of  the  bomb,  saw  Wall 
lean  over  the  aide  anl  drop  the  bomb. 
Immediately  there  was  a  flash,  and  the 
planes  were  ablase.  Mead,  driving  the 
airplane,  pointed  the  nose  dom-nward, 
la  an  endeavor  to  get  to  earth  in  tim« 
to  escape  the  flames,  but  when  the  bias*

OTTAWA.  Aug.  20.— Hon.  Robert 
Rogers,  Minister  of  Public  Works,  is 
no  longer  a  meml>er  of  the  Government 
of  Sir  Robert  Borden.  He  tendered  his 
resignation  to  the  Prime  Minister  on 
Saturday,  and  the  resignation  has  been 
accepted  by  the  Premier.  It  haa  al- 
rr>ady  been  pi*'^*''  ^^  ^^*  hands  of  the 
Uovernor-Qeneral. 

The  correspondence  which  passed  be- 
tween the  Minister  of  Public  Works  and 
Sir  Robert  Borden  will  be  laid  on  the 
table   of   the   House   this  afternoon. 

It  is  understood  that  Mr.  RocferH 
luises  his  resignation  upon  two  grounds: 
One  a  charge  of  delay  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  In  bringing  In  conscrir*- 
tlon.  Two.  Alleged  general  Inactivity 
of  the  administration. 

It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Roger*  in  his 
letter  advocated  abandonment  of  nego- 
tiations for  a  imlon  government,  the 
possage  of  a  sweeping  aat  for  the  dis- 
franchisement of  aliens,  and  an  elec- 
t!on  along  straight  party   lines. 

While  there  la  nothing  official  as  to 
the  correapondence.  It  Is  understood  that 
the  Premier  in  his  reply  to  the  allega- 
tions of  Indecision  and  delay  in  bring- 
ing on  conscription  points  out  that  iipon 
his  return  from  Britain  last  Spring  he 
oama  to  the  conclusion  that  united,  vig- 
orous prosecution  of  the  war  demanded 
the  concentration  of  national  effort  by 
a  union  government  composed  of  men  of 
all  parties,  claaaes,  and  creeds,  and  that 
whatever  delay  there  has  l>een  has  been 
due  to  his  ateadfast  adhesion  to  the 
consammatlon  of  that  and.-

OTTAWA.  .\ug.  20.— Although  union 
government  is  not  yet  i-onnunimated.  the 
outlook  for  the  formation  of  a  cabinet 
composed  of  repreHentiitlvcM  of  all 
cluisaeb,  parties  and  creedH  whlrh  are  a 
unit  for  the  winning  of  the  war  lookn 
brighter  than  any  time  since  Sir  Uobert 
Borden  first  openecl  neKotlationn  with 
Sir  Wilfrid^  Laurlw.  There  are  many 
obHtaclen  In  the  way,  l>iit  the  chief  one 
has  already  been  removed  In  the  renlK- 
Aatlon  of  Urni.  Koh«Tt  liogers.  Minister 
of  Public  Worlts.  Tt  Is  no  seireL  In  Ot- 
tawa that  he  was  opposed  to  a  Union 
Government,  and  used  his  Influenre 
against  it.  Ills  resignation  clears  the 
air  so  far  as  union  Is  concerned. 

The  War  Liberals  who  are  here  nego- 
tiating with  the  Premier  are  favorably 
disposed  towards  union,  and  mont  of 
them  tonight  express  the  view  that  it 
will  be  consummated.  There  Is  a  spirit 
of  optimism  among  the  union  advocates 
on  both  sides. 

The  L.iberals  and  Grain  Growers  here 
held  a  conference  first  thing  this  morn- 
ing. Afterwards  .Mr.  T.  A.  Crerar,  of 
Manitoba,  manager  of  the  Grain  Grow- 
ers' Grain  Company,  and  H.  W.  Woods, 
president  of  the  ITnlted  Farmers  of 
Alberta,  were  closeted  with  the  Premier 
for  an  hour.  L,ater  there  was  another 
conference  of  Grain  Growers  and  the 
I..iberals.  The  negotiations  will  be  re- 
sumed, and  should  come  to  a  head  this 
week,  when  It  will  l*o  known  definitely 
whether  there  Is  to  be  a  Union  Govern- 
ment or  a  straight  party  fight.  If 
there  is  not  to  be  union  It  will  not  be 
the  fault  of  Sir  Robert  Borden,  who  has 
exhausted  every  ponidble  means  to  ful- 
fil his  promise  for  the  formation  of  a 
real  National  Government. 
Weat  and  Xaat 
Under  union  as  now  proposed  it  Is 
understood  that  the  Liberals  would  pru- 
dominate  In  tite  weatefo  representation 
and  In  Ontario  the  Conservatives  would 
be  in  the  majority. 

It  is  said  that  the  latest  proposals 
are  that  the  West  shall  have  six  cab- 
inet ministers.  There  will  be  three  Lib- 
erals, one  grain  grower  and  two  Con- 
servatives. The  new  men  suggested  are 
Mr.  Crerar,  Mr.  Isaac  Pltblado,  K.  C, 
a  leading  Winnipeg  lawyer,  who  has 
been  prominent  In  the  public  life  of 
the  province  of  Manitoba  for  many 
years,  Mr.  J.  O.  Turriff,  M.  P.  for  As- 
slnlbola.  representing  Sa.Mkatchcwan  and 
lion.  A.  L.  SIfton,  Premier  of  AlbcKa. 
representing  that  province.  It  is  stated 
that  Premier  Hifton  Is  more  likely,  to 
enter  than  Mr.   Wood. 

From  Ontario,  It  Is  taken  for  t;ranted 
that  Mr.  Hugh  Guthrie  will  repiesent 
the  war  Liberals.  There  Is  also  likely 
to  be  a  labor  representative  fron  On- 
tario, the  two  names  most  promlnentl.v 
mentioned  heloK  Senator  Robertson  an'l 
Mr.  J.  G.  O'DonoKhue,  of  Toronto,  solic- 
itor of  the  Dominion  Tradec  and  Labor 
Congress. 

The  names  sngRcsted  for  the  Marl- 
time  provinces  are  Mr.  K.  B.  CarvcU  and 
\.  K.  Maclean.  Mr.  Carvell  has  been 
out  of  the  city,  and  has  not  been  con- 
sulted In  the  negotiations.  He  Is  ex- 
pected In  Ottawa  tomorrow.  It  Is  well 
known  that  he  has  been  favorably  in- 
clined toward  national  government,  but 
has  always  taken  the  groimd  that  the 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  Its  consumma- 
tion were  too  great  for  success.  Wheth- 
er he  will  persist  lii  this  attitude  re- 
mains to  be  seen.

Enemy's    Counter-Attacks    Break    Down    Undei^ 

Heavy  Artillery  Fire — British  Gain  Ground 

on    Somme    Front  —  Much    Hard 

Fighting  in  Other  Sectors 


PARI.''.  Aug.  20. — A  r<mashlng  French 
vlctoiy  on  the  Verdun  front  la  reported 
by  the  \\Tar  offlce  tonight.  The  French 
captured  the  enemy  defences  on  both 
sides  of  the  Meuse  over  a  front  of  more 
than  eleven  miles,  penetrating  the  Ger- 
man lines  at  divers  points  to  the  depth 
of  a  mile  and  a  quarter.  More  than 
h.OOO  unwounded  German  prisoners  hav« 
been  taken.  The  text  of  the  statement 
reads: 

"North  of  Verd\in  our  troop.s  captured 
enemy  defences  on  a  front  of  18  kilo- 
metres and  to  a  depth  exceeding  two 
kilometres.  On  the  left  bank  of  the 
Meuse  we  bold  the  .\vocourt  wood,  the 
two  summits  of  Le  ^ort  Homme,  Cor- 
beaux  Wood  and  Cumleres.  On  the 
right  bank  we  occupied  Talou  ridge, 
Champneuville,  Hill  344,  Mormont  Farm 
and    Hill    2i0. 

"On  the  right  bank  our  troops  have 
advanced  considerably  In  the  Bols  des 
Fosses  and   the  Bols  de  Chaume. 

"The  number  of  unwounded  prisoners 
taken  is  more   than   five  thoasand. 

"The  Germans  carried  out  various 
counter-attacks  In  the  Avocourt  wood 
and  against  Le  Mort  Homme  and  Hill 
844,  but  our  fire  everywhere  broke  down 
their  efforts  and  Inflicted  heavy  losses. 
Our  aviators  took  a  brilliant  part  In  the 
battle. 

"Our  pilots  brought  down  eleven  Ger- 
man airplanes,  while  two  enemy  ma- 
chines were  brought  down  by  our  spe- 
cial   guns."

BRITISH  FRONT  IN  FRANCE  AND 
BELGIUM,  Aug.  20. — (By  the  Asso- 
ciated Press.) — The  British  tanks  se- 
cured another  triumph  In  the  capture  of 
Important  German  positions  yesterday 
morning  In  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Ypres-Poelcapelle  road,  north  of  St. 
Jullon.  It  was  a  tank  show  almodt 
from  the  start  to  the  finish,  and  the  In- 
fantry in  this  case  played  the  part  of 
supernumeraries  In  support  of  leading 
actors,  while  large  numbers  of  the 
enemy  troops  added  a  final  melodra- 
matic touch  by  surrendering  abjectly  or 
fleeing  In  terror  as  the  heavy  tanks  lum- 
bered onto  the  stage  and  "reached  for 
their   shooting    Irons. " 

AS  recorded  In  the  oltliial  communica- 
tion, the  British  captured  German  de- 
fences along  a  mile  front  to  a  depth  of 
jOO  yards.  Among  the  strongholds  oc- 
cupied were  the  famous  triangle  of  the 
Hlhau  and  Cockroft  farms,  the  sites  of 
exceedingly  strong  concrete  and  steel 
machine  gun  redou'hts  that  menaced  the 
Infantry  advance.

It  was  dawn  when  the  tanks  lined  up 
and  waited  for  the  signal  to  go  over  the 
top. 

The  British  artillery,  otmervlng  no 
less  chivalry  to  the  tanlia  than  to  the 
Infantry  in  the  paat.  poured  a  pralimin- 
ary  stream  of  shells  into  the  Oerman 
ilnea.  than  dropped  a  barrage  ahead  of 
the  Iron  monsters,  which  atarted  for- 
ward, looking  for  ail  the  world  like 
great  dragons  tha^  had  rolled  out  from 
.>ne  of  Hans  Andersen's  conceptions 
into  the  gray  morning  light  that 
shrouded  the  battle  iteld  In  the  "cockpit 
of  Kurope."  Behind  them  <Atme  the  In- 
fantry, ready  to  do  the  cleaning  up  of 
the  remaining  enemy  after  the  tanka 
bad  flnished  their  part.  But  thara  waa 
little  for  the  infantry  to  do  except  aa- 
serable  and  care  for  tha  prisoners  as  tha 
tanks  progressed. 

Thara  waa  hard  flghtlng  at  several 
poaUlooa.  auch  aa  tha  three  redonbta 
mentioned.  t>ut  It  waa  alwaya  brief.  Tha 
tanka  wbealad  Into  poaitlon  and  turned 
a  bcavT  lira  on  the  fort ifl'-at Ions,  a»A 
the  Oarvana  wera  killed  or  else  they 
surreodarad.

The  tanks  clbared  the  whole  territory 
and  then  trundled  back  home.  They 
suffered  no  damage,  and  the  casualtlea 
for  the  operation  totalled  fifteen.  This 
has  been  the  most  striking  incident  of 
the  latest  fighting  along  this  line. 

There  have  been  Intense  artillery 
bombardments,  and  the  air  service  on 
both  sides  have  been  unusually  active. 
Last  night  the  air  was  full,  of  British 
and  German  planes,  which  bombed  their 
way  Snta-aach  other's  territory  amid 
picturesque  but  awesome  flashes  from 
breaking  shrapnel  and  long  white  rays 
from   searchlights. 

The  French  engineers  have  encoun- 
tered considerable  difficulty  amid  the 
marshes  into  which  their  troops  have 
advanced  on  the  left,  but  the  work  la 
proceeding   with  marvellous  rapidity. 

Up  to  date  the  French  have  captured 
about  twenty-five  Oerman  guna  sinca 
this  offensive  began,  and  the  machine 
guna  taken  are  unnumbered..  Some 
captured  redoubts  were  found  to  be 
veritable  nests  of  machine  guns.  One 
fleld  gun  which  a  Oerman  artilleryman 
was  at>out  to  blow  up  was  taken  near 
Lea  Lllas.  the  gunner  being  shot  lust  aa 
he  was  placing  the  explosive.

Tha  examination  of  Oerman  prisonera 
taken  by  the  British  continues,  and  out 
of  949  questioned,  only  25  per  cent  wera 
found  to  belong  to  the  ItlO  class.  Non- 
commissioned offlcera*  reports  show  that 
thay  ware  hampered  by  tha  damoralisa- 
tlon  of  tha  yeuns  raemlta.

ArciirdtnK  to  early  In- 
formation, the  new  battle  of  Verdun 
Is  developlnic  to  our  advantage  from 
Avoooiirt  wood  («  the  region  north  ot 
Bezonvaux.  .Numerous  prisoners  are  be- 
ing taken  to  the  rear.  The  bravery  of 
our   troops   Is    beyond  all   praise. 

"Near  Badonvlller  we  easily  repulsed 
an  attack.  There  was  rather  spirited 
artillery   fighting  In   upper  Alsace." 

The  War  Office  reported  yesterday  af- 
ternoon that  after  violently  bombarding 
the  French  positions  German  troops  on 
Saturday  night  made  consecutive  at- 
tacks on  the  French  trenches  in  iho 
Priest  Wood,  west  of  the  Muertheh  and 
Moselle  Rivers  and  in  the  Vosges  Moun- 
tains to  the  east  of  Badonvllller  and 
north  of  Celles-sur-IMalne.  All  the  Ger- 
man assaults  were  repulsed  and  the 
Teutons   suffered   heavy  casualties. 

German  surprise  attacks  on  the  Alsnc 
front  also  failed.

LO.NDON,    Aug.    20 —The    British    ofTI- 
clal   communication   issued   this  evening 
reads  as   follows: 

"The  enemy  this  morning  endeavored 
to  launch  counter-attacks  against  our 
new  positions  north  of  Epehy.  His 
troops  were  dispersed  by  our  artillery 
before   the   attack  could   develop. 

"Patrol  encounters,  In  which  we  made 
some  progress,  took  place  throughout 
the  day  in  the  northwestern  outskirts 
of  Lens.

EDMONTON,  Aug.  20.— The  two  Es- 
kimos, Sennlfllak  and  Uluksuk,  will  be 
tried  in  Calgary  for  the  murder  of  Itev. 
Father  Leroux.  An  application  was 
made  this  forenoon,  before  Chief  Jus- 
tice Harvey  in  Chambers,  by  C.  C.  Mc- 
Caul,  K.  C,  prosecutor.  In  a  lengthy 
affidavit  he  said: 

"On  account  of  widespread  prejudice 
In  the  community  of  and  in  the  city  of 
Edmonton  against  the  presecutlon,  and 
as  a  result  of  the  alleged  or 'rumored 
conduct  of  the  priests  with  whose  mur- 
der the  prisoners  are  charged,  on  ac- 
count of  the  widespread  sympathy  and 
sentiment  that  has  been  developed  in 
the  said  community  by  (aa  I  verily  be- 
lieve from  information  received  by  me) 
interested  persons,  in  my  opinion  a  fair 
^rlal  of  the  prlsonars,  or  either  of  them 
on  the  charge  of  murder  cannot  be  ob- 
tained in,  or  in  the  neighborhood  of,  the 
city  of   Edmonton." 

After  hearing  the  arguments  of  Mr. 
McCaul  and  J.  E.  Wallbrldge.  K.  C, 
Chief  JustlC»  Harvey  changed  the 
venue  of  the  trial  to  Calgary  and  will 
Instruct  the  sheriff  of  Calgary  to  im- 
panel a  jury  for  Wednesday.  Mr.  Mc- 
Caul announced  that  the  two  Eskimos 
will  be  Jointly  charged  with  the  mur- 
der of  Father  Leroux.

Mr.  Edison  and  Others  in 
Guise  of  Scion  of  U.  S.  Navy 
Secretary, 


WAHHINOTON,  Au».  2«.— A  myatOT- 
loua  at  ranter,  paaslns  himself  off  on 
naval  officers  and  others  aa  a  aon  of 
Secretary  Daniels^  haa  obtained  con- 
sldersfbls  money  and  to  data  haa  eluded 
capture. 

Ths  Navy  Department  today  Issued 
a  wamlnr  acalnat  him.  Aocordlns  to 
the  announcement,  his  Arst  appearance 
was  on  July  %,  when  he  introduced  him- 
self to  officera  of  the  receiving  ship  at 
New  York  and  was  Invited  to  luncheon. 
He  said  he  had  lost  aibout  $47  and  ruc- 
ceeded  in  "borrowing"  120  from  ths 
Ship's  paymaster,  furnishing  a  regular 
navy  receipt,  which  ha  algned  "Herbert 
J.  Danlela." 

On  July  35  ths  same  man  called  on 
ths  principal  of  the  Montelalr,  N.J., 
Academy, 'Introduced  himself  as  Frank 
Daniej|s,  a  aon  of  the  Secretary,  and 
said  he  had  t>een  commlslsoned  by  Rear- 
Admlral  Uaabsr  to  arrange  an  encamp- 
ment on  the  Acadamy  campus  for  300 
sallora.  He  alao  expresaed  a  desire  to 
visit  Thomaa  A.  Kdlaon,  and  this  was 
arranged  through  Dr.  M.  Reeae  Hutchi- 
son, Mr.  Edison's  confldentlaJ  man,  who 
Rrst  took  the  stranger  to  his  home  for 
lunch  and  then  to  the  Inventor's  labora- 
tory at  Orange,  N.J.  The  statement 
aaya  Dr.  Hutchison  lost  $260  by  caahing 
a  cheque  foa^he  stranger. 

When  Dr.^%utchiaon  came  to  Wash- 
ington he  handed  to  Secretary  Danlela 
a  letter  from  hla  "aon,"  and  the  fraud 
was  disclosed. 

Meanwhile  the  Impostor  had  called  at 
Dr.  Hutchlaon's  home,  saying  he  was 
going  to  stay  there  a  wMk.  He  Joor- 
rowed  a  camera  from  a  aorvant  and 
then  went  to  the  Edison  storage  battery 
plant,  wherl  h4  got  ISO  from  the  super- 
intendent on  a  had  cheque. 

As  soon  aa  Secretary  Daniels  learned 
of  the  fraud,  the  statement  contlnuea, 
the  authorltlea  were  notified  to  be  on 
ths  lookout  for  the  Importer.  On  Sun- 
day, Jtily  29,  a  secret  service  man.  In 
company  with  a  policeman,  saw  the 
young  man  on  Park  Avenue  In  Orange 
and  approached  him  with  the  Intention 
of  arreating  him.  Howe>-»r,  th.  young 
m*n  wore  a  different  auit  of  clothes 
from  that  he  had  worn  when  he  waa  at 
Dr.  Hutchlson'a  and  had  no  glasses,  and 
the  secret  service  man,  not  belrfg  sure 
of  his  ground,  did  not  arreat  him.  Since 
then  he  haa  not  been  aeen. 


PIAN  BIG  FLE 
OF  DESTROYERS 


Washington  Authorities  Real- 
ize That  Snnall  Vessels  Are 
Most  Effective  Answer  to 
Submarine  Warfare. 


WASiflNaTON,  Aug.  20.— Immediate 
expansion  of  the  shipbuilding  facllltlea 
of  the  United  SUtes  to  double  or  treble 
the  output  of  destroyers  in  the  next 
eighteen  months  was  the  object  of  a 
conference  today  between  Secretary 
Daniels  and  representatives  of  twenty- 
flve  or  more  ship  and  engine  builders. 

••If  we  get  what  we  want."  th.  Sec- 
retary said,  "the  United  States  will 
have  more  destroyers  than  any  other 
power.  They  are  the  one  thing  that  a 
submarine  fears." 

.  The  Secretary  Indicated  that  all  de- 
stroyers the  builders  could  produce 
would  be  ordered.  Every  effort  of  the 
Department  will  be  laid  upon  speeding 
tip  the  many  contracts  now  pending. 
Every  aspect  of  shipbuilding  that  bears 
upon  destroyer  production  was  taken  up 
at  the  conference.  There  Is  no  short- 
age of  materlala  or  plant  facilities,  hut 
a  difficulty  in  obtalsing  high  power  en- 
gines, boilers  and  reduction  gear. 

Secretary  Daniels  said  no  additional 
submarine-chasers  would  be  ordered  at 
present.  The  chasers  are  valuable  as 
harbor  and  shore  patrols,  but  destroyers 
are  superior  even  for  these  duties,  and 
have  In  addition  aea-going  qualities 
which  make  them  of  far  greater  value 
In  all  other  ways. 

Mo«T.  Vowm  Xatportaat 

Every  suggestion  that  the  ship  and 
engine  builders  have  to  make  as  to  ad- 
ditional motive  power  for  destroyers 
was  given  close  attention.  The  equip- 
ment of  some  of  the  new  vessels  with 
oil  engines  waa  among  the  suggestions. 

As  to  the  plants  in  which  the  de- 
stroyers will  be  laid  down.  Secretary 
Danlela  said  he  favored  expansion  of 
the  plants  already  building  destroyers 
as  the  most  efficient  meana  of  speed- 
ing up.  Experience  gained  In  previous 
building  will  enable  such  planta  to  turn 
out  veaaela  more  quickly.  It  is  felt, 
than  would  be  posslMs  for  planta  new 
to  the   work. 

Secretary  Daniels'  decision  shows  that 
thf  «ifflcers  who  have  been  contending 
that  the  t>est  answer  to  the  U-boat  )s 
to  turn  out  an  enormous  nUmtter  of  "^de- 
stroyers have  carried  their  point.  They 
wer.  backed  by  reporta  from  Vlce-Ad- 
mtral  Sims,  founded  on  his  expOTlence 
In  European  waters. 

Another  aspect  Is  the  problem  of 
furnishing  convoys  for  troops  and  to 
supply  ships  which  will  grow  In  num- 
ber aa  more  Americana  go  to  France. 
Many  officers  believe  that  destroyer 
convoys  guarantee  a  large  d.gree  of 
security  from  submarine  attack.  The 
Dwartment  apparently  has  spproved 
this  visw. 

No  figures  have  been  mads  public 
as  to  the  number  of  deatroyers  under 
construction.  8«:retary  Daniels  said 
today,  however,  that  they  represent  ths 
nmximum  present  capacity  of  the 
country.

OR.  OARK  SPEAKS 
OF  RETIREMENT 


His  Own  Bad  Health  and  Ser- 
vice of  Sons  at  Front  Pre- 
vent His  Being  a  Candidate 
at  Elections. 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  30. — ^The  letter  of  Dr. 
Michsel  Clark,  M.P.,  to  O.  W.  Smith, 
chairman  of  the  Red  Deer  Liberal  Asso- 
ciation, Informing  him  of  the  with- 
drawal of  Or.  Clark  from  polltica  fol- 
lows: 

••I  wrote  to  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  and 
Senator  Talbot  early  laat  April  Inform- 
ing them  that  I  would  not  b.  a  candi- 
date In  the  next  general  election. 

"These  gentlemen  took  no  exreption 
to  the  matter  and  I  decided  myself  to 
leave  things  In  abeyance  until  after  the 
provincial  elections,  for  obvious  reasons. 

'•The  main  groumda  of  my  decision  in 
April  were  that  my  health  was  suffer- 
ing from  the  atrain  of  three  years'  aw- 
ful worry  and  overwork,  and  that  tho 
absence  .of  three  sons  on  the  fighting 
line  made  it  imperative  that  I  should 
look^  after  personally  my  Increasing 
farming  Interests.  My  health,  I  am 
glad  to  say.  Is  much  better  at  the  mo- 
ment, but  Would  not  Justify  an  exposure 
to  the  strenuous  toll  of  another  parlia- 
ment. So  I  now  write  to  you  as  chair- 
man of  the  Red  Deer  Federal  Liberal 
Association,  Informing  you  of  and  con- 
firming ray  April  decision. 

"On  public  grounds  I  had  some  hesi- 
tation aa  to  my  course,  but  the  certain- 
ty of  a  bitter  party  fight  makea  the 
ground  clearer.  A  party  led  by  the 
Province  of  Quebec  cannot  possibly  give 
Uself  to  the  energetic  prosecution  of 
the  war  any  more  than  a  party  domin- 
ated by  some  of  the  strongest  eastern 
corporations  and  protectionist  Interests 
can  give   the  country   any   real    Liberal 


reforma.  Such  la  accurately  what  re- 
mains of  the  Liberal  party.  On  the 
other  hand,  aa  a  lifelong  Liberal,  I  find 
Insurmountable  objections  to  running 
under  what  must  be  mainly  Conserva- 
tive auspices. 

•'As  a  private  dtlsen,  however,  in  the 
coming  fight  I  shall  do  exactly  what 
I  have  been  doing  for  the  last  three 
years,  viz.:  without  compromising  a 
single  Liberal  nrlnclple,  I  shall  give  a 
general  aupport  to  the  government 
which  is  unanimously  In  deadly  earnest 
about  the  winning  of  a  war  in  which 
the  world's  freedom  and  democracy  are 
at  stake. 

"Until  the  end  of  my  life  I  shall  re- 
flect with  pleasure  and  gratitude  upon 
confidence  that  has  been  extended  to 
me  by  the  electors  of  Red  Deer  Riding. 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  claim  on  my 
own  part  that  In  nine  yeara  of  assidu- 
ous service  I  have  followed  absolutely 
my  convictions  as  to  what  I  deemed  to 
be  the  abiding  Interests  of  Canada  and 
have  been  Indifferent  to  my  own 
aggrandizement  In  any  shape  or  form.

"The  Kaiser  w«ll  knowa  that  ray  per- 
sonal sympathlea  aa  well  as  my  polit- 
ical opinlona  attract  me  to  hla  side. 
Nevertheless  It  is  Impossible  for  me  to 
understand  In  what  manner  I  could  be 
useful  to  him  in  mobilising  my  ariny. 
The  Mediterranean  is  at  the  mercy  nt 
the  united  fleeta  of  England  and  France, 
whlph  could  destroy  our  navy  and  mer- 
chant marine,  occupy  our  Islands,  and 
above  all.  prevent  concentration  of  my 
army,  which  could  be  effected  only  by 
sea.  Without  It  being  In  our  power 
to  be  useful  in  any  particular,  we  would 
bo  wiped  off  the  map.  I  am  necessarily 
of  the  opinion  that  neutrality  Is  Im- 
posed   upon    us."  , 

Gottlieb  von  Jagow,  the  German 
Foreign  Secretary,  replied  to  Constan- 
tino that  the  Kaiser  would  understand 
Ihe  neceasity  of  nntintaining  neutrality 
for  the  present.  He  advised  Constan- 
tlne  to  reach  an  understanding  with 
Scfla  and  Constantinople. 


tENS  OEFENCES 


Canadians  Now  Hold  All  Com- 
manding Positions  at  the 
French  Coal  City  —  Some 
Severe  Battles  Fought. 


CANADIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  Aug.  20.— (By  the  Canadian 
Overseaa  Crrespondent). — Northwest  of 
Lens,  amid  a  nest  of  trenches  and  rail- 
way cuttings  which  form  the  laat  Una 
of  the  German  defence  In  thla  quarter, 
our  men  have  succeeded  In  establtah- 
Ing  strong  posts  In  a  special  trench 
which  was  the  scene  of  desperate  and 
indecisive  flghtlng  two  days  ago.  Theae 
new  posts  give  command  of  the  last 
bit  of  ground  from  which  the  defend- 
ers of  the  city  could  overlook  our  ad- 
vance from  the  weat.  They  are  now  In 
a  hollow  all  along  the  front,  which 
swings  about  Lena  In  a  seml-clrcle. 
Mow   trader   rtr. 

The  eastern  exits  from  the  city  are 
now  subjected  to  constant  and  haraa- 
slng  fire  from  our  artillery  and  machine 
guns.  This  makes  the  bringing  up  of 
provisions  and  auppUes  of  ammunition 
very  difficult. 

At  2  o'clock  this  morning  a  trench 
raid  on  the  enemy's  front  northwest 
of  Avion  resulted  In  heavy  fighting  in 
the  course  of  which  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  the  enemy  were  killed  in  hand- 
to-hand  fighting.  The  Avion  front  waa 
strohgly  held  by  the  Germane  as  a  pro- 
tection for  a  large  mining  village 
southeast  of  Lens,  where  many  guns 
withdrawn  from  the  German  forward 
area  to  escape  capture  are  now  lo- 
cated. 

German  prisoners  speak  with  bit- 
terness of  seeing  their  guns  In  process 
of  withdramal  while  the  Infantry  was 
sent  forward  with  Insufficient  artil- 
lery support.  The  loss  of  guns  still 
appears  to  be  more  Important  than 
the  loss  of  men  In  the  eyes  of  th. 
German  commanders. 

The  enemy  has  been  x^ery  active  In 
the  air  recently  and  has  been  bombing 
our  back  areas  more  frequently  than 
for  some  time  paet.  The  haughty 
Prussian  is  becoming  a  little  less  sure 
of  himself  A  battalion  commander 
Just  taken  prisoner  says  the  Canadian 
troops  are  better  than  his  men,  who 
must  be  regarded  now  as  defen- 
sive troops  only,  not  having  the  quali- 
ties required  for  offensive  operations. 
That  Is  a  remarkable  admission  con- 
sidering  Its    source. 

ArtUlsry  at  Work 

The  enemy  has  accepted  defeat,  tem- 
porarily at  least.  Since  the  virtual 
destruction  of  the  storming  columns 
which  sought  to  penetrate  our  new 
positions  at  dawn  yesterday  there  has 
been  no  organized  counter-attack. 

The  German  artillery  Is  still  actlvs, 
and  our  gun  positions  have  been  sub- 
jected to  bombardment  with  gas  shells. 
The  regulation  xas  nyask  affords  com- 
plete protection,  however,  and  al- 
though It  is  not  easy  to  serve  the  guns 
when  masks  are  worn,  our  gunners  are 
still  able  to  find  their  targets. 

The  tired  Infantry  units  are  resting 
and  enjoying  the  bright  sunshine  and 
a  cooling  breese.  Their  condition  is 
vastly  better  than  after  ths  Battle  of 
VImy  Ridge. 

The  whole  of  the  4th  Prussian  Guard 
Division  has  been  used  for  recent 
counter-attacks,  and  the  \omm4m  suf- 
fered hsve  made  it  of  no  value  as  an 
attacking  force.  After  its  supreme  ef- 
fort on  Sunday  morning  between  400 
and  too  bodies  were  counted  along  a 
single  brigade  front.

The  German  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers captured  put  the  blame  for  their 
disaster  largely  on  the  shoulders  of 
green  officers,  who  exposed  their  com- 
manda  In  close  formation  to  our  srtll* 
lery  and  machine  gun  fire.  Ths  n«n- 
commlssloned|  officers  are  very  much 
disKUsted  at  being  captured  by  a  few 
Canadiana.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  th. 
captors  of  some  of  these  Guard  tmlts 
numbered  fewer  then  th.  prlsonws 
they   brought   in.

The  realgnatlon  of  Mr.  Robert  Rogers 
from  the  Cabinet  i^ppears  to  have  baan 
owing  to  his  opposition  to  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Union  Oavarnment.  If  this 
is  true,  we  cannot  regret  his  decision. 
The  correspondence  that  passed  between 
tt»a  MlnlaUr  of  Public  Works  and  th* 
Prime  Minister  will  doubtless  be  tabled 
in  Parliament,  and  until  the  circum- 
stances are  made  public,  comment  would 
be  premature.  Mr.  Rogers  was  an  ex- 
ceptionally strong  Cabinet  Minister. 
Like  all  auoceasful  politicians,  he  made 
many  enemiea  U  Is  doubtful  If  any 
Mmister  has  ever  been  the  subject  ot 
such  bitter  comment  at  the  hands  of  his 
newspaper  opponents.

Mr.  Stewart  Lyon,  the  Canadian 'cor- 
respondent at  the  front,  has  cabled,  a 
message  to  the  Wln-the-War  League  of 
Ontaflo  In  wblch  he  says  there  is  ser- 
ious danger  that  when  man-powar  Is 
most  required  the  Canadian  forces  will 
be  rapidly  decreasing.  He  says  there  is 
an  urgent  need  for  a  suspension  of 
party  strife,  so  as  to  enable  men  every-, 
where  In  Canada  to  unite  for  the  Imme- 
diate enforcement  of  the  Military  Ser- 
vice measure.  The  men  at  the  front, 
he  seys,  conAdently  look  forward  to  the 
immediate  and  adequate  enforcement  of 
the  oe^sorlptlon  law.  < 

Three  and  a  half  months  ago  the  Im- 
mediately available  reserve  In  England 
was  26,000,  with  i»  further  26.000  to  be 
ready  when  trained.  At  that  time  re- 
inforcements were  being  sent  forward 
to  France  at  the  rate  of  10,000  a  month. 
Thus,  of  the  S2,000  mentioned,  probably 
only  about  17,000  remain,  to  which  num- 
ber must  be  added  such  recruits  as  have 
gone  overseas  from  Canada  since  the 
beginning' of  May.  But  even  these  flg- 
ures  do  not  convey  a  clear  meaning  of 
what  Is  meant  by  troops  available  for 
the  front.  V^r  Instance,  the  36,000  de- 
scribed as  Immediately  available  only' 
contained  14,720  Infantry.  The 'balance 
was  mede  up  of  artillery,  engineers, 
mschlnie-gunners.  cyclists,  headquarters 
units,  pay  corps,  forestry  corps,  con- 
struction compsnies,  railway  troops, 
division  trains,  etc,  Probably  the  same 
proportion'  of  infantry  was  f^und  among 
the  second  HMO  who  had  to  be  trained. 
In  this  way,  much  of  the  available  re- 
serves do  not  Include  front  line  troops, 
snd  It  Is  among  these  that  the  heaviest 
cHMualtlee  are  susUined.  We  are 
afraid  that  If  agvirea  of  the  available 
Infantry  reinforcements  were  published 
now  that  they  would  shook  the  country 
by  tketr  meagre  etaaraoter.  By  the  moot 
optlmtatlo  eattmatek  thoy  cannot  be  more 
than  sufficient  to  maintain  the  four 
divisions  during  the  balance  of  the 
flghting  seaaoB.

The  Italians  have  resumed  their 
drlvV  of  which  Lalbach  end  Trieste  are 
lb*  objeetivss,  and  with  considerable 
suecess,  for  their  captures  in  prisoners 
have  been  7,600.  The  latest  effort  Is 
the  most  violent  ever  attempted  on  the 
Isonso  front.  It  Is  aigniflcant  that  It 
should  have  come  so  soon^  after  the 
Pope's  peace  proposals,^  for  It  would 
seem  that  it  constitutes  Italy's  answer 
to  the  suggestion  that  the  future  of 
Trieste  should  be  the  subject  of/'arbl- 
tratlon. 

What  are  th^ prospects  of  the  objec- 
tives being  reached  In  the  present  drive 
it  would  be  difficult  to  say.  It  is  not 
known  bow  far  the  Austrian  strength  on 
the  Isonso  front  has  been  depleted  by 
the  necessity  of  the  offensive  in  Oalicla, 
Bukowina  and  Moldavia.  The  Italians 
have  greatly  Improved  their  position  In 
recent  flghting,  and  are  now  on  better 
terrain  for  offensive  purposes,  so  that 
the  prospects  j>t  a  contlnuouiT  advance 
are  brighter  than  in  the  past.  The  fact 
that  they  have  crossed  the  Isonzo  River 
is  a  tremendous  element  In  their  favor, 
for  It  was  a  barrier  strongly  held.  The 
passage  was  made  on  pontoons  In  the 
face  of  the  enemy's  batteries.  From 
Plava  to  the  sea  there  has  been  a  des- 
4>erate  struggle,  for  it  appears  that 
here,  the  point  of  the  advance  which 
directly  thi'eatens  Trieste,  the  enemy  Is 
offering  his  fiercest  reslstanca 

The  continuation  of  the  Italian  drive 
may  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  south- 
eastern front,  where  both  Russians  and 
Roumanians  are  sorely  pressed.  The 
A)>etrlan8  will  not  lose  Trleete  without 
a  bitter  struggle.  All  the '  reinforce- 
ments available  will  be  brought  into 
play  to  save  the  Adriatic  port.  The 
ability  of  General  Cadorna  to  keep  Up 
the  pressure  will  give  the  Russlsiia 
time  for  much  needed  reorganization, 
provided  Austria  Is  forced  to  delete 
her  armies  on  the .  southeaetern  front. 
Incidentally  the  Isonzo  offensive  must 
add  to  the  drain  on  Germany's  resources, 
fbr  she  hae  been  giving  coaslsteht  aid, 
in  a  variety  of  ways,  to  her  ally  on  the 
southern  front.  The  coming  Ave  oi*  six 
weeks  will  see  heavy  flghting  on  all 
main  fronts.  By  the  end  of  September, 
if  we  may  Judge  -by  the  experience  of 
the  peat,  the  armlee  will  have  aettled 
down  into  Winter  posltiona. 


Obviously  It  Is  the  Prime  Minister's 
desire  that  the  enforcement  of  the 
Military  Servioe  Act  and  the  formation 
o^  a  Union  Government  should  be 
simultaneous.  It  begins  to  look  as  If 
the  coming  election  will  be  a  straight 
flght  between  Unionists  and  Laurler 
Liberals,  with  the  Issue  the  mainten- 
ance or  repeal  of  conscription. 


The  heavy  flghting  on  the  Canadian 
front  means  that  there  will  be  yet  an- 
other tax  on  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross 
Society.  The  people  of  Victoi-la  have 
Siren  excellent  support  to  this  organ- 
ization but  they  ipust  not  slacken  in 
their  efforts  at  a  time  when  the  war  Is 
at  its  l^elght.  Money,  and  more  money, 
is  needed  to  alleviate  the  lot  of  our 
wounded.  ^ 


Sir ,  Robert  Borden  has  shown  unex- 
ampled patience  in  his  efforts  to  form 
a   Union  Government  and   it   will   be   to 


the  lasting  discredit  of  the  country  If 
he  falls.  The  signs  are  he  will  not 
fail.  There  is  a  wave  of  sentiment 
sweeping  Kngllsh-speaking  Canada  that 
politics  must  be  lorgotten  and  all 
efforts  concentrated  on  winning  the 
war.

No  political 
n»ove  wlthla  the  Empire  could  be  more 
spectacular,  none  is  more*  designed  to 
set  the  seal  of  solidarity  on  Imperial 
federation.  India  under  the  proposed 
arrangement  would  be  In  a  much  more 
dlgnifled  position  to  take  her  place  In 
the  Council  of  FTmplre  that  Is  one  of 
the  unifying  elemehts  growing  out  of 
the  war.

The  Vower  of  the  Vreu 

Sir, — I  read  with  great  Interest  your 
leading  article  on  "Political  Machina- 
tions." and  your  complaint  regretting 
the  actions  of  certala. sections  of  the 
press  using  all  their  ability  to  depre- 
cate Sir  Robert  Borden.  There  are  two 
classes  of  such  men;,  vis.,  the  one  who 
enters  public  life  for  hia  own  aelflsh 
ends;  the  other  who,  in  the  interests 
of  the  general  community,  glve^  of  his 
time,  bis  money,  and  a  willing  service. 
In  my  humbls  opinion,  the  first  named 
cannot  be  exposed  too  often.  The  other 
should  be  protected  as  far  as  posslb.e, 
bfjcause  scandal,  libel,  and  misrepre^en- 
tstion  Is  too  readily  taken  up  by  the 
general  public  through  Individuals,  and 
many  of  our  best  ^en  have  been 
driven  out,  and  many  will  not  come  for- 
ward because  of  the  dread.  This.  I  be- 
lieve. Is  the  chief  cause  of  misrule  and 
mismanagement  of  this  country.  Who 
is  to  blame  chiefly?  Your  leading  ar- 
ticle  gives   the   answer:    "The    Press." 

"He  that  taketh  away  my  purse  taketh 
nothing  but  trash;  but  he  that  taketh 
aw^y  my  good  name  tkketh  away  all 
that  1  have." 

The  strange  part  is,  that  certain  pa- 
pers will  print  all  kinds  of  statements 
from  all  classes  of  Irreapoasiblee.  yet 
knowing  at  the  time  there  is  absolutely 
no  truth  in  such  statements;  even  know- 
ing the  truth  could  easily  be  obtained, 
and  many  hours  of  discomfort  could 
be  saved,  and  many  a  malicious  intent 
could'  be  cut  In  the  bud.  No  man 
should  or  could  object  to  fair  criticism. 

Dealing  with  the  letter  under  the 
heading  o|  "A  Deserving  Case,"  and 
signed  by  a  man  named  Peter  Lanchick, 
but  apparently  written  by  someone  who 
wishes  to  use  this  Innocent  Russian  to 
attain  another  object — allow  me  to  an- 
swer shortly  what  occurred  on  the  first 
visit  of  this  man  (I  might  state  he  is 
only  one  of  many)  who  was  in  uni- 
form. I  looked  for  the  returned  sol- 
diers' button,  there  being  an  arrange- 
nent  between  Mr.  Campbell,  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers'  employment  committee, 
and  I  happen  to  be  one  of  this  commit 
tee.  Not  seeing  It,  I  told  him  tnat  I 
could  do  nothing  to  help  a  man  who 
was  in  uniform,  and  that  I  was  sur- 
prised that  any  of  them  should  come: 
that  I  had  no  wIb^  to  Interfere  with 
the  military  authorities,  and  It  would 
be  useless  to  ask  me  to  get  him  a  Job. 
He  stated  that  if  I  would  promise  him 
n  Job  he  would  get  his  discharge.  : 
refused  to  deal  with  him,  and  called  his 
attention  to  theynen — there  being  ten  or 
twelve  men  there — who  were  waiting 
for  work.  I  advleed  him  that  If  h*> 
wished  work  he  would  come  In  civilian 
clothes.  The  conversation  lasted  biii 
a  few  minutes,  and  the  men  there  heard 
It  Some  days  ago  he  again  visited  me. 
this  time  sUtlng  he  could  get  his  dis- 
charge. I  again  reminded  him  he  was 
lir  uniform,  referring  him  to  his  last 
interview.  I  told  him  he  wss  very  un- 
wise coming  to  me  still  wearing  the 
uniform:  and  he  impudently  told  he 
that  he  had  been  In  uniform  for  sixteen 
months  and  expected  me  to  get  him  a 
tob.  I  then  stnted  that  ho  rouM  only 
«-xi>ect  work  from  me  when  In  civilian 
clothes:  that  there  were  many  olvlllan.> 
a  ho  were  waiting  for  work.  The  man 
speaks  broken  English,  and  it  was  hard 
to  make  hira  understand:  but  what  sur- 
prised me  most  was  to  think  thst  the 
'real"  writer  of  the  letter  could  not 
grasp  the  awkwardness  of  my  position 
treating  with  a  roan  for  work  la  the 
King's  uniform. 

I  have  had  some  1,100  men  of  all 
tempers,  many  coming  some  dozen  or 
more  times;  Irritable,  morose.  In  many 
CJtses  feeling  they  were  being  unfairly 
treated;  willing  to  work,  yet  unable  to 
get  It.  In  some  cases  using  ex- 
praaalona  that  would  try  a  man's 
temper:  but  I  will  challenge  an]» 
of  theae  l.IOO  men  to  say  that  1 
have  once  taken  advantage  of  my  poel- 
tlon  to  farther  irrtute  them.  In  every 
caae  I  have  always  remembered  that 
behind  each  case  there  was  something 
that  required  sympathy,  not  Insult  I.<ct 
the  man  who  wishes  to  understand  my 
poaitian  come  and  sit  in  my  office  for 
two  daya  Hurh  words  as  a  "snap  Job.' 
er  having  a  "look  in"  at*  abaelotely 
falsa,  and  sre  only  naed  by  the  real 
trrlter  ef  the  letter  for  a  purpeae.  The 
ahlpyards  are  built  to  build  ahip*.

I  am  a  rearul<4|ig  officer 
to  find  the  men.  and  doing  ray  duty 
Juat  as  much  aa  the  soldier  recruiting 
for  men,  ina.amuch  as  theee  ships  are 
being  built  for  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board  for  the  aame  purpose  of  "win- 
ning the  war." 

Thla  man  having  ^teen  turned  down 
by  the  SOtb.  47th,  SSth.  lOSrd.  '  and 
14lnd,  ai>d  he  atatea  by  aeveral  drafts, 
aa  medically  unfit,  the  queation  la, 
would  it  not  be  better  to  find  an  easier 
lob  than  the  strenuous  work  In  the 
shipyards,  because  I  can  assure  him 
that  the  foreman  and  those  In  charge 
would  show  him  no  favor  as  against 
other  workmen,  nor  consider  me  in  the 
lea^t.  for  they,  like  the  men.  are  ex- 
pected   to    "deliver  the    goods." 

X  wish  to  aaaure  the  writer  and  all 
othera.  the  only  power  I  have  la  to  lind 
men,  and  the  auggeated  "magic  card" 
losses  its  magic  immediately  It  leaves 
my  hands.  The  "magic"  is  in  the  hands 
■>t  the  workmen  to  do  the  work  and  the 
man  In  charge  to  see  that  it  is  done. 

He  suggests  I  use  him  in  munition 
work.  I  have  nothing  to  do  wltn  this. 
No  doubt,  if  he  is  a  practical  elec- 
trician, pipe  fitter,  and  machinist,  as 
he  states,  the  V.  M.  D.  can  make  good 
use  of  him,  when  he  is  In  "mufti.'  1 
will.  If  I  can,  help  him  to  get  there. 

The  reference  to  alien  enemies  and 
Austrians  is  malicious.  Every  man 
states  his  nationality  on  a  card  I  sup- 
ply.

They  are  there  do- 
ing their  duty;  and  as  they  arc  fight- 
ing there,  I  can  fight  oven  to  taking 
the  law  in  my  own  hands  for  my  two 
boys.  The  best  tempered  anltr.pl  is 
dangerous  if  you  touch  their  whelps,  and 
two  out  of  four  is  pretty  even,  so  fur. 
The  reference,  "let  him  look  hiK  own 
record  over,"  I  leave  this  to  m11  honor- 
able men  who  know  Ihe  ip  the  city,  and 
elsewhere.  I  may  have  made  many  mls- 
Utkes,  but  I  have  at  leAt  tried  to  do  my 
duty   as    I    saw    it. 

This  letter,  Mr. ,  Editor,  Is  somewhat 
lengthy,  but  the  matter  Is  of  serious 
Import,  and  my-  past  efforts  In  my 
humble  way,  from  your  knowledge,  will 
allow  me  a  little  latitude,  and  I  feel 
sure  you  will  not  use  the  "power  of  the 
press"  to  give  me  other  than  a  square 
deal.

FORMER  CONSTABLE 
KILLED  IN  ACTION 


Major  Charles  Taylor,  First  of 
Enlisted  Members  of  Local 
Police  Force,  Falls  at  the 
Front. 


Major  Charles  Taylor,  for  a  number 
of  years  one  of  the  most  popular  mem- 
bers of  the  Victoria  police  department, 
was  killed  In  action  at  the  front  on  Au- 
gust 9.  Word  to  that  effect  was  re- 
ceived here  yesterday.  Only  a  short 
time  ago  Chief  of  Police  Langley,  with 
whom  the  deceased  offlcer  had  corre- 
sponded regularly  since  he  went  over- 
seas-to  do  trls  bt-t,  received  WtJTtt  of  his 
having  been  granted  his  majority.  It 
will  be  with  sincere  regret  that  many 
Victorians  will  learn  of  the  death  of 
Major   Taylor. 

The  late  offlcer  Joined  the»  Victoria 
police  department  In  1911,  serving  first 
as  a  uniformed  constable  and  later  was 
In  charge  of  the  mounted  squad.  He 
was  appointed  licence  Inspector  to  take 
the  place  of  J.  C.  Scott,  who  went  over- 
seas with  the  first  contingent  of  men 
from  Victoria  and  who  Is  still  at  the 
front,  one  of  the  few  surviving  mem- 
bers of  the  famous  7th  Battalion.  In 
May,  1015,  Licence  Inspector  Taylor 
returned  to  Ireland,  where  he  rejoined 
his  old  regiment,  the  Royal  Irish  Regi- 
ment. In  which  aome  years  before  he 
had  been  second  lieutenant.  He  went 
to  the  front  with  that  regiment  late  In 
1915  and  has  been  on  active  service  ever 
since,  being  given  his  captaincy  early 
last  year,  and  his  rise  to  the  rank  of 
major  a  short  time  ago. 

Despite  the  fact  that  hla  regiment 
has  been  In  some  of  the  hottest  flghting 
of  the  war.  Major  Taylor  escaped  with- 
out Injury,  and  his  letters  to  friends 
here  always  spoke  lightly  of  his  experi- 
ences at  the  front.  Mrs.  Taylor,  whom 
he  married  here,  is  at  present  in  Ire- 
land. 

Major  Taylor  is  the  P.r.rt  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Victoria  police  who  have 
Joined  the  colors  to  fall  on  the  field  of 
battle.

The  Provincial  Executive  of  the  Great 
War  Veterans  Association  has  decided 
that  no  action  at  present  shall  be  tai««n 
In  connection  with  the  iavitation  to 
support  the  proposed  "WIn-the-war" 
party. 

Should  this  suggested  t^rty  make  a 
solid  start,  and  manage  to  keep  Itself 
strictly  non-partisan,  the  Provincial  Ex- 
ecutive considers  there  will  be  ample  as- 
sistance by  the  returned  soldiers  if  they 
aid  the  movement  individually,  without 
involving   the  association   as   a   body. 

The  executive  met  last  Saturday  eve- 
ning in  Vancouver  and  discussed  a  num- 


ber of  matters  of  Importance,  the  ques> 
tlon  of  approaching  the  Provincial  Got.* 
ernment  in  regard  lo  finance,  the  Ian<t 
question  and  new  Industries,  recelvtnC 
much  consideration. 

The  matter  of  representation  on  th« 
Returned  Soldiers  Commission  and  othe* 
government  committees,  which  will  hav« 
much  to  do  with  the  settling  of  the  re- 
turned men,  were  also  considered,  and 
a  committee  composed  of  President 
Laughnan  and  Messrs.  Urlnnan,  Hart* 
Duggan.  L.ecs,  Mc^weyn  and  Claridg* 
was  Instructed  to  interview  the  Gov-* 
ernment.  and  obtain  a  definite  promisa 
on  these  matters,  also  In  regard  to  civil 
service  employment,  there  being  man/ 
complaints  as  to  the  appointment  of 
civilians  to  the  exclusion  of  returned 
soldiers. 

The .  committee  also  decided  that  a 
paper  should  bo  started  In  the  Interest^ 
of  the  returned  men  In  the  ProvlncOi 
and  that  it  should  be  published  In  Van- 
couver. It  was  felt  that  the  interest* 
of  the  men  demanded  that  a  paper  ofl 
their  own  be  at  the  disposal  of  thosa 
who  had  complaints  to  air,  and  that  in 
the  course  of  time  such  a  paper  would 
have  a  considerable  influence  on  publio 
opinion. 


Second-Lieut.  C,  T.  Balderston

Second  Lieut.  C.  T.  BaWcrston,  who 
wont  out  from  Victoria  with  the  first 
draft  from  the  5th  Regiment,  C.  G.  A., 
during  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  war, 
has  died  of  wounds,  according  to  a  dis- 
patch Just  received  from  London. 

Before  going  overseas,  he  served  with 
the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  here 
at  the  Douglas  Street  branch  for  sev- 
eral years  as  teller.  He  was  about  2.1 
years  of  age,  and,  as  far  as  known, 
there  are  no  relatives  in  this  country 
now.  he  having  come  out  from  Kngland.

He  Joined  as  a  gunner  In  the  5t.-i 
Regiment,  immediately  after  the  out- 
break of  war,  and  Went  over  with  the 
first  Canadian  contingent.  He  was  in 
I-'rance  for  a  year  when  he  took  a  three 
months'  course  with  the  Royal  Horse 
Artillery,  and  he  subseiiuently  received 
a  commission  as  lieutenant  In  the  Iloyai 
K.'eld  Artillery.  He  died  of  wounds  o'l 
June   28. 

The  young  officer  made  many  friends 
during  his  residence  in  Victoria  and 
WAK  exceedingly  popular  with  his  com 
rr.des  in  the  artillery.  Of  his  death,  the 
major  of  his  unit  wrote:  "His  loss  to 
me  is  a  very  great  one.  and  hy  his 
cheeriness  and  good  humor  he  a-ns  be- 
loved   alike   by   officers   and   men."

At  ad- 
journment Dr.  Bhortt  thanked  all  parties 
Avho  had  presented  evidence  at  tha  In- 
quiry for  the  courteSua  manner  in  which 
they  had  endeavored  to  facilitate  his 
work.  Speaking  of  tha  company's  case, 
he  remarked  that  it  had  been  put  for- 
ward m  a   very  frank  way. 

During  tha  session  Assistant  General 
Manager  Murrin  completed  hia  reply  to 
the  caae  for  the  city  and  representatlvea 
of  aome  of  tha  surrounding  municipal- 
ities briefly  addressed  the  commission.

H^verely  pounded  In  the  face  and 
tAjL^  IgAji^aymond  A.  Waterson, 
soiMHj^^H^^Mrs.  H.  G.  Waterson,  of 
919  ^ffl^^K  Avenue,  waa  admitted  to 
the  Third  General  Hospital  at  Latre- 
port,  l-Vance,  on  August  18.  A  cable 
to  this  effect  was  received  yesterday, 
confirming  the  report  sent  out  on  Sun- 
day by  his  brother,  now  In  Kngland, 
merely  stating  he  had  been  wounde.l.

Former  "Member  of  Y.M.C.A, 
Staff  Here  Dies  at  Bram- 
shott — Early  Talent  Prom- 
ised Brilliant  Career. 


Lieut.  William  Allen  Marwood.  ntep- 
son  of  Mr.  aeorge  Bell,  M.  P.  P.,  una 
until  recently  prominent  in  Y.  M  C.  A. 
work  in  Victoria,  was  mortally  lujurea 
ir  un  explosion  in  England  while  train- 
ing with  his  battalion,  acco'-dlng  to 
<'Hblo  advices  received  yesterday  by 
the  family.  'The  young  officer  was  re- 
moved to  Bramshott  Hospital  after  the 
accident,  and   It  wan  there  that   he  died. 

Twenty-four  yearn  of  age,  Lieut.  Mar- 
wood  was  born  at  Enderby,  B.  C,  and 
he  completed  his  preliminary  education 
there,  finishing  with  an  arts  course  at 
Columl)la  College,  -New  Westminster.  He 
ccme  to  Victoria  and  was  appointed 
membership  secretary  for  the  local 
branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C  A.,  holding  the 
poBt  for  a  year.  He  left  here  for  Chi- 
cago, 111.,  over  a  year  ago  to  attend  the 
Y  M.  ('.  A.  College,  hoping  to  fit  him- 
self ^or  "serretarla  1  work.^lo"  passed  his 
examinations    with    honors.

He  tried  to  enlist  In  the  Canadian 
overseas  forces,  but  he  was  rejected  on 
account  of  Ill-health  resulting  from  an 
operation  he  had  undergone  while  at  col- 
lege.

Brand  of  Ntrawherri'    Plsat   (lilTeii   Rxrelleat 
Results    With    Aid    of    Irrigation 


As  an  illustration  of  what  can  be  ac- 
complished by  proper  irrigation,  Mr.  W. 
W.  Suttio  visited  The  Colonist  offices 
yesterday  with  a  crate  of  strawberries 
that  for  fine  appearance  and  sweet 
flavor  appear  eipial.  If  noti  superior,  to 
any  berry  heretofore  grown  on  Van- 
couver Island. 

They  are  known  as  the  ever-bearing 
variety  and  experiments  during  the  past 
few  years  have  demonstrated  that  they 
are  a  universal  success.  These  berries 
were  the  product  of  plants  set  out  in 
the  middle  of  April  of  this  year  and 
they  are  now  coming  Into  full  bearing 
and  will  bear  two  crops  next  year,  says 
Mr.  Hiittle,  once  In  the  Spring,  along 
with  the  ordinary  varieties,  and  then, 
after  resting  for  a  month,  will  hear  an- 
other crop,  larger.  If  anything,  than  In 
the  Spring,  continuing  to  bear  until 
the  frost  comes.

The  secret  of  success  In  growing 
these  l>errles  lies  In  the  proper  irriga- 
tion of  the  plot,  which,  in  Mr.  Hutties 
case,  Is  done  by  an  overhead  system, 
the  pipes  belnn  10  feet  above  the 
ground,  which  with  an  arrangement  of 
patent  nozxles  placed  every  three  feet 
apart,  gives  a  spraying  radius  on  either 
side  of  the  pipe  lino  of  22 '/fc  feet  or 
45   feet  from  each   line  of  pipe. 

AiNJut  twenty  yearH  ago  Mr.  C«»oper, 
the  famous  grower  of  strawberries  tn 
New  York  state,  found  one  plant  In 
his  strawberry  field  in  full  fruit  and 
from  that  one  plant,  by  cross-breediuK 
with  otiier  rccoKnir.e<l  high  producing 
varieties,  evolved  the  present  ever- 
bearlnif  plants,  which  today  are  num- 
»>ered  In  the  millions  In  the  I'nited 
.States  alon*-,  five  millions  of  them  hav- 
ing been  sold  by  one  firm  there  last 
year.

The  high  price  of  butter  yesterday 
sent  retail  milk  prices  up  from  II  centa 
to  12  Vi  cent  a  quart.  Inatead  of  selling 
eighteen  tickets  for  |1  all  tha  larger 
dairies,  with  the  exception  of  one,  ara 
now  selllnR  sixteen  tickets  for  91.  Thla 
is  the  price  Vancouver  has  been  paying 
since  July  1. 

The  Immediate  cause  of  the  Increacas 
was  the  advance  from  2S  cents  to  30 
cents  a  gallon  made  by  farmers  In  their 
wholesale  pries.  I<^rly  this  year  the 
farmers  were  wholesaling  their  milk  at 
23   cents  a  gallon. 

Farmers  have  banded  together  and  ab- 
solutely refuse  to  sell  any  milk  under 
30  cents.  Bvcn  at  that  price  they  aay 
they  prefer  to  turn  it  Into  butter.  But- 
ter has  Just  gone  from  60  cants  and 
55  cents  to  <U  cents  a  pound.  Tt  these 
prices  farmers  assert  that  there  is  more 
money  and  less  bother  In  producing 
butter    than    selling   milk   dally. 

Dairymen  hero  have  been  working  on 
plans  for  a  co-operative  delivery 
throughout  the  city  in  order  to  check 
further  price  increases.  With  a  ser- 
ious labor  shortage,  high  prices  of  feed 
for  delivery  horses  and  31  cent  gasoline 
for  delivery  motor  cars,  they  have  been 
trying  to  eliminate  duplication  and  over- 
lapping in  routea.  It  has  been  proposed 
that  the  dairymen  form  ona  co-operative 
organisation  embracing  the  whole  city, 
each  company  taking  a  certain  district 
of  the  city  in  sls«  in  proportion  to  the 
capacity  of  Its  plant. 

As  yet  these  schemaa  have  not  come 
to  anything  chiefly  through  tha  threat- 
ened oppoaitlon  of  cuatomara.  Soma 
customers  who  ara  now  getting  their 
milk  early  fear  that  they  would  get 
it  late  under  route  alterations.  Other 
customera  refuae  to  change  their  dairy 
ns  they  believe  it  is  tha  cleanest  dairy 
In  the  city  and  being  particular  they 
will  accept  none  but  the  beat  milk,  city 
testa  bear  them  ont  In  thla  aa  thare  la 
a  wide  variation  in  tha  quality,  parity 
and  cleanlineas  of  tha  milk.

ua  carefully.  Bistara  and  daughtera  are 
more  hclpfni  and  aelf-rellant,  perhaps, 
than  were  the  splnstera  of  a  past  gen- 
eration. And'yet,  when  one  thinks  of 
the  atltching.  the  spinning,  tha  weaving 
and  the  manifold  houaehold  occupations 
of  the  paiat,  one  wonders  If  it  really  ia 
so.  When  the  world  raturna  to  its  ac- 
customed ways  many  of  these  workers 
will  gladly  relinquish  their  tasks  to 
take  charge  of  hontaa  of  their  own 
where  a  hualtaud'a  love  will  shield  ll'.em 
from  many  troubles  that  they  have 
found    hard   enough    to   bear. 

There  will  not  be  hom«N  eno.igb  t-> 
go  round,  as.  indeed,  there  never  have 
been.  But  the  woman  of  the  future 
will  net  hide  a  diminished  head  be- 
cause abe  has  been  denied  t>ia  love  of 
husband  and  child.  She  know.<«  tb.>t 
there  is  work  for  her  hands  and  her 
heart,  too.  Often  the  help  she  must 
give  will  he  near.  She  cannot  escape 
from  It.  Tile  load  la  there  and  no 
bands   but   here   can   lift   (t. 

Mometimea  she  must  lopk  abroad  for 
the  work  that  needs  bar.  In  her  own 
nature,  often,  are  promptings  that  will 
not  be  denied,  talents  that  must  find 
their  scope.  Kven  today  such  a'om^n 
are  looked  upon  aa  mtniatering  angela 
hy  communities  and  cities,  aometlmes 
by  nations.  Tender  and  strong,  they 
have  followed  the  impulae  to  help 
wlierever   It   has   led   them. 

Now  and  again  aueh  a  woman  baa 
missed  her  vocation.  She  has  forgot- 
ten the  ideal  of  service  and  has  striven 
to  lead  when  she  Waa  nnfltted  for  tha 
task.  Her  life  is  unhappy  and  unlove- 
ly because  ahe  Is  unloving  and  full  of 
herself. 

Tha  last  (brae  years  have  shown 
that  the  call  of  duty  is  louder  than  the 
love  of  ease  and  pleaaure.  A  few  there 
are  who  hare  been  deaf  to  It.  who  have 
choaen  tha  path  of  aelf-pleasing  and 
self-lnduigance  which  leads  to  ruin.  To 
win  these  back,  to  open  the  deaf  ears 
to  keep  oth^ra  from  following  their 
footsteps  Is  one  of  the  hardest  taaka 
the  world  has  to  face.  Tet,  after  all, 
these  are  a  small  number  in  any  com- 
munity or   in   any   grade  of  aoelety. 

Tha  algna  are  that  tha  woman  of  the 
future  will  think  less  of  herself  and 
of  h^r  rights  and  more  of  sarvlee  than 
those  who  have  formed  a  conaplcuoaa 
but  a  small  proportion  of  tha  women 
of  the  praaent  generation.  Tn  tha  dar 
to  come  we  wilt  need  all  the  atremrtd 
and  sweetness,  the  wisdom  and  tha  lov* 
that  from  the  beginning  have  made 
women  the  preservers  of  (he  race  of 
mankind.

For  jnony  months  Engll*]i  housewives 

have  been  working  under  what  is  called 
the  honor  system  of  Food  Control. 
While  all  public  eating  piacea  are 
obliged  to  obaerve  i^eatlean  daya  and 
to  aarva  laaa  bread.  It  ia  recognised 
that  to  enforce  such  rules  in  homea 
would  be  impoaaibie.  So  women  are 
put  upon  their  honor  to  aave  aa  much 
aa  they  cai»  and  writers  eay  that  they, 
rich  and  poor,  are  ahowing  thia  proof 
of  loyalty.  Among  matters  discussed 
in  the  homes,  Ruth  Kauffiban  tells  us 
In  The  New  York  Outlook,  are  thaae: 

Cli'eese  and  beans  aa  a  substitute  for 
meat. 

The  household  difltculty  of  avoiding 
tWice-cooked  meats. 

The  use  of  corn  flour  (cornstarch) 
and  patent  barley  to  thicken  aoups  and 
aaucea. 

The  nonsense  of  having  bread  when 
rice  or  mush  or.  string  bean*  oan  take 
Ita   place. 

Classes  for  cooking,  both  for  mis- 
tresses  and   servants. 

How  many  pounds  of  flour  were 
saved  last  week  beyond  the  flour  al- 
lowfutce  of  3%  pounds  per  persnin  (4 
pounds  of  bread — 34    potinds  flour). 

Whether  the  prescribed  ration  of  SH 
pounds  per  head  of  meat-~uncooked 
and  as  liought  from  the  butcher,  in- 
cluding lione  and  fat — Is  sufftclent  for 
a  munition  worker  Or  a  motor  driver. 

Whether  four  lumps  of  suger  In  tea 
twice  a  day  will  make  up  mrfre  than 
the  half-pound  allowance  In  seven  days. 

Whether  starch  should  be  used  in  the 
taundrlea. 

Ho  far  there  is  little  apparent  acar- 
city,  but  the  women,  one  and  all.  think 
it  would  be  fooliah  to  wait  till  the  wolf 
la  at  the  door  before  commencing  to 
ensure   a    reserve   of    food. 

In  Canada  it  haa  almply  been  impea- 
•  Ible  for  the  majority  of  people  to  real- 
ise that  food  MTTST  he  saved;  not  only 
not  wasted,  but  not  used.  Now  the 
Food  Controller  haa  made  rcgulatlonk 
for  the  public,  and  It  would  he  well 
if  women  would  take  his  rules  for  ho- 
tels a*  a  guide.  They  are  very  plain 
and  vef-y  deAnite.  He  ordera  that  meat 
and  bread  ahall  both  be  aaved  and  that 
substitutes  for  each  ahall  he  found. 

It  la  not  so  much  that  these  aubstl- 
tiitas  ahall  be  cheaper.  The  aim  Is 
not  to  lower  the  standard  of  living, 
but  to  And  meftt  and  bread  for  the  aol- 
dlers abroad  and  thoae  In  other  coun- 
tries who  would  atarve  If  they  do  not 
receive  food  that  can  easily  be  trans- 
ported. 

We  at  home  can  fairly  ask  Mr. 
Hanna  and  Mr.  Hoover  to  aee  to  it  that 
we  can  obtain  cornmeal  and  rice  and 
other  staples  at  a  price  which  will  en-' 
able  the  poorest  to  get  enough  whole- 
some food  to  eat,  aa  long  aa  there  la 
plenty  In  the  country.  We  can  pro- 
vide food  and  we  must  make  up  our 
minda  not  to  cheat  or  overreach  each 
other.

This  Is  the 
comment  of  The  Spokesman-Review  on 
the   movement: 

"The  Big  Brothers"  have  been  long 
and  favorably  known.  They  consist  of 
asaociationa  of  yonng  men  whose  pur- 
pose Is  to  protect  street  ho!t>s  and  keep 
them  from  the  ways  which  lead  te 
degradation  and  crime.  At  New  Tork 
and  other  large  cities  they  have  been 
found  to  be  efficacious  agents  for  this 
work    of   social    salvage. 

Why  not  "Big  Sisters"?  Are  they  not 
even  more  needed  for  young  girls?  Are 
not  these  more  exposed  and  helpleaa 
before -moral  perils?  Kanaas  City,  Mo., 
thinks  so.  <'onsequentlv.  about  two 
years  ago  IM  of  Ita  young  women 
banded  to  serve  and  protect  their  lit- 
tle   alaters. 

The  Missouri  metropolis,  like  all  con- 
siderable towna,  attracta  many  girls 
from  tha  rural  dlatri<*tB,  who  come  with 
great  expectations  of  good  earnings. 
,  but  aa  a  ciasa  make  pitifully  amell 
wages.  Tha  meagemeas  of  their  tn. 
conte  for  the  heavy  espenaen  of  life  la 
the  city  la  a  hardahip  and  danger.  Bpt 
it  Is  not  the  greateat  mena^^  and  pfi- 
vation.  Seelal  iaolatlon  preys  upon 
them  and  often  makes  thdm  reckleas. 
Fifteen  of  IT  girls  In  a  single  store  al- 
lege that  In  two  ycdra  they  were  never 
Invited  Into  a  home,  hat  had  Invita- 
tions from  chance  ac^nalnlhncea  to 
accompany  (hem  to  the  movies  and  tha 
dancing  halls.  The  a*oTtder  is  not  that 
a*  many  of  them  sitffar  tnrong:  It  la 
that  not  more  af  thdm  are  wrdeked  for 
life. 

•Tha  Rig  mttt»nr  at  1(ahM«  Oltv  are 
not  rovnpoaed  of  aoelety  women.  Th«r 
ihemnelvea  nr»  giria  earning  their  ami 
living.  They  have  padaed  tbrongh  the 
anma  ordeal  as  their  rharga*  ahd  fcetp 
theiN  with  their  mdltirlty.  khowiedge 
and  experience.  They  seek  aot  the 
atranffor  *haa  eh*  fmm  frani  th« 
country  an4  ahow  them  thdt  thara  gv* 
good  peept*  w«h  gyiRMthlgg  with  them.

Wkale  Steak 


Whale  steA  cut  Yt  inch  thick.  Dip  for  a  minute  in  hot  water 
containinR  1  t»p.  of  soda  to  the  quart  of  water. 

Grease  the  wires  of  a  broiler  or  a  fryinic  part,  and  allow  the  pan 
to  become  quite  hot.  Ttit  the  ateak  in  and  tear  -quickly  on  both 
•idea.  Reduce  the  heat  slightly,  cook  for  about  .!  minutes  and  allow 
to  brown  well.  Remove  to  a  hot  platter,  sprinkle  with  pepper  aiid 
nail,  dot  over  with  butter,  add  a  few  dropi  of  Lea  &  Perrin's  or  H.  r. 
Sauce.     Garnish  with  parsley  and  serve  at  once. 

Pot  Roast  of  Wbkle 

Tonr  lbs.  whale  meat  cut  in  a  square  or  ohionf.  Dip  in  wtrm  soda 
water  for  5  minutes.  Drain  thoroufhly,  and  sear  well  on  all  tide*  in 
a  hot  greased  frying  pan.  Put  the  meat  in  a  large  saucepan.  DrM 
in  a  small  cheesecloth  bag  containing  1  tsp.  pickling  spice,  \i  bay  leaT. 
3  sprigs  chopped  parsley,  1  chopped  onion,  and  cover  well  with  boil- 
in  water.  .Simmer  slowly  for  4^  hours.  If  roasting  more,  i%-4  lbs. 
meat,  cut  it  in  two  parts,  so  that  it  will  not  take  ao  long' to  cook. 
Serve  hot  with  Brown  Onion  or  Tomato  Parsley  Sauce. 

Curried  Whale 

Left-over  cold  roast  whale,  chopped  coarsely,  IA  tap.  of  lalt  to 
every  cup  of  whale  meat.  Mix  with  sufficient  curry  sgnce  to  make 
moist,  but  not  wet.  Cook  in  a  rlouble  boiler,  stirring  occatioaaliy  for 
20  to  JO  minutes.  Serve  hot  on  points  of  toast,  and  ffarnith  with 
parsley.

HAMMERING  Ai  SOOT 
ANNOYS  MARKERS 


So  Fire  Chief  Davis  Will  Be 
"Requested"  to  Prevent  His 
Men  Using  Forge  During 
Trading  Hours. 


To  malM  aura  that  Cbiaf  Davia  urould 
not  allow  raacbanlca  of  tba  fir«  depart- 
ment to  light  a  force  on  market  daya 
In  the  blacksmith  ahop  at  the  back  of 
the  market,  thereby  [^rmlttlns  a  little 
aoot  to  acare  aome  of  the  women  atall- 
holdera,  and  then  to  "get  on  theae  per- 
aona'  nervea"  by  hammering  bolta.  Ald- 
erman Jotana  last  night  demanded  that 
tha  City  Council  paaa  an  order  prohibit- 
ing tha  chief  from  permitting  such  work 
during  market  houra. 

The  chief  explained  that  two  weeks 
ago  he  liad  heard  of  the  complaint  and 
bad  given  Inatructions  that  no  wora 
•hould  be  done  in  the  ahop  during  mar- 
ket houra  unleaa  it  waa  absolutely 
neceasary. 

Deapite  this.  Alderman  Johns  persist- 
ed that  the  order  ahould  go  from  th4 
Council.  The  Mayor  said  he  thought 
such  action  waa  overdoing  it.  Alder- 
man Dll worth  said  it  was  too  drastic, 
and  added  that  he  had  never  seen  smoke 
or 'heard  hammering  when  he  waa  In 
the   market. 

Alderman  Cameron  said  that  the  com- 
plaint had  been  made,  and  the  chief 
had  agreed  to  abate  the  nuisance,  and 
that  waa  enough. 

Alderman  Sargent  also  spoke,  show- 
ing a  wide  familiarity  with  the  subject. 

"I  defy  any  man,  or  any  alderman  on 
this  board,"  said  the  chief,  "to  stato 
that  there  has  been  any  unnecessary 
hammering  In  the  shop  during  market 
hours  on  Wednesdays  or  Saturdays  dur- 
ing the  last  two  weeks." 

Despite  this.  Alderman   Johns  wanted 
_tbe   motion   paaaed.   declaring   that  Jlhe. 
chief  had  told  him  that  It  was  none  of 
hU  business.

Aldermen,  laat  night  on  the  rfcom- 
mendatlon  of  the  legislative  committee, 
turned  down  the  suggestion  of  Mayor 
Todd  that  the  city  assessor  be  .pre*- 
vented  from  increasing  the  assessment 
of  any  piece  of  property  by  more  than, 
10  percent  In  any  one  year.  The  Mayor's 
proposal  aimed  at  curbing  over-night 
inflation  of  assessments,  which,  he 
claims,  Is  the  cause  of  much  of  the 
tax  troubles  today. 

"I  feel  that  the  difficulties  In  which 
we  now  are  have  largely  grown  out  of 
the  absence  of  a  simple  regulation  of 
this  kind,"  said  the  Mayor.  "If  we  had 
had  thiH  to  act  as  a  safety  valve  mai^ 
of  these  difficulties  would  have  been 
obviated.  The  idea  Is  to  make  things 
go  slow  when  times  are  good  and  so 
prevent  a  sudden  slump  and  depres- 
sion." 

Alderman  Andros  pointed  out  that 
^he  proposal  would  be  unfair,  as  any 
change  such  as  the  building  of  the 
Johnson  Street  bridge  would  make 
values  near  the  bridge  Jump  more  than 
10  per  cent  at  one  time.  It  would  mal6e 
unproductive  property  increase  double 
or  treble  In  value,  and  If  the  assess-, 
mont  were  limited  to  a  10  per  cent  in- 
crease a  year,  it  would  mean  that  m 
would  take  ten  years  up  to  get  the  as- 
sessment up  to  the  real  value. 

Alderman  Cameron  couldn't  see  how 
putting  an  arbitrary  assessment  limit 
on  property  would  accomplish  what  was 
intended.  He  declared  that  the  whole 
trouble  was  in  the  distribution  of  the 
assessment,  and  said  that  the  Council 
might  now  get  to  work  on  devising  a 
new  plan  for  the  equalization  of  assess- 
ments. 

"I  don't  see  how  you  are  going  to 
stop  fluctuatlona  In  the  values  of  pro- 
perties." said  Alderman  Johns.  "If  pro- 
perty Increase  suddenly  In  value  there 
Is  a  reason  for  It  and  the  owner  of  It 
should  pay  a  fair  and  proportionate 
part  of   the   taxes." 

Alderman  Sargent  said  that  the  as- 
sessor waa  sworn  to  assess  property 
at  what  he  finds  It  to  bo  worth  an<'l 
not  to  be  limited  by  a  mere  lO^percent 
increase.

Eighty 
thousand  people  who  were  rendered 
homeleex,  were  being  removed  to 
neighboring  villages  last  evening,  ac- 
cording to  a  dispatch  received  In 
London.      The    Are    Is    under   control. 


Just  what  Is  going  on  under  the 
Children's  Aid  Society  was  again  dia- 
ctiased  at  length  by  the  aldermen  last 
night  before  they  adopted  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  finance  committee  and 
granted  the  aoclety  $1,000  to  pay  oft 
accumulated  debta  up  to  August  1, 
1217.  $600  •  month  from  August  1  laat 
ubUI  December  21,  1217,  and  $100  to 
pay  for  moving  of  the  home  to  the  oldt 
Ftnlayaon  estate  at  Douglas  and  Bay 
Streets. 

Alderman  Andros  aald  there  should 
be  no  objection  to  the  granta, -If  the| 
management  of  the  home  understood 
that  they  must  conflne  their  guests  to 
destitute  children.  He  declared  that 
one-half  of  the  children  in  the  homei 
were  brought  there  by  parenta.  who 
promised  to  pay  for  them,  and  then 
ahortly  afterwards  forgot  their  pro- 
mises. He  aaked  how  a  child  could  be 
destitute  when  his  parents  promised  to 
pay  for  his  lieep? 

"Not  one-half  of  the  children  are 
there  because  they  are  Indigent  and  in 
want,"  continued  Alderman  Andros. 
"The  majority  are  there  because  their 
parents  are  too  lazy  or  something  else. 
There  Is  no  reason  why  we  should 
spend  the  city's  money  for  these  people. 

"There  are  now  forty  children  in  the 
home  and  aa  many  more  on  the  wait-| 
Ing  list" 

Oaee  of  Vrettjr  AAelaMe 

The  alderman  then  took  up  the  case 
of  certain  young  ladles  nearlng  matur- 
ity who,  it  is  believed,  are  being  kept 
~at  the  home,,  in  gplte  of  the^  efforts  of 
relatives  to  get  them  out.  He  told  of 
a  pretty  young  woman  of  19  yeara 
known  around  generally  aa  Adelaide. 
Adelaide,  he  said,  had  lived  at  the 
home  so  long  that  the  matron  thlnlra 
the  home  can't  get  along  without  her. 
Relatives,  it  was  said,  have  been  trying 
to  get  Adelaide  released  for  the  last 
two  or  three  years,  but  the  home  h.^n 
found  her  too  useful.  Because,  he  de- 
clared, information  leaked  out  about 
Adelaide  the  home  has  recently  started 
to  pay  her  $10  a  month.  The  alder- 
man was  sure  that  she  could  be  faC 
more  useful  outaide  the  home  and  could 
earn   more  money. 

Alderman  Androa  replied  to  chargae 
made  agalnat  him  by  Mra.  Maria  Grant,  in 
a  letter  to  the  editor  of  The  Colonlat,  by ' 
cxplBlnlna  that  he  didn't  aay  that  the  Day 
Nurarry  could  board  children  cheaper  than 
the  Society,  but  that  they  could  do  ao 
only  throush  the  voluiUary  contrlbutlona 
that  were  made  to  their  aupport  from  out- 
aldera. 

"U  ahould  not  be  the  function  of  the 
Chlldren'a  Aid  to  carry  on  a  boarding 
houae,"  aald  Alderman  Sargent.  He  aald 
that  Invcatlgatlon  by  thn  city  aollcltor  bore 
out  tho  contention  of  Alderman  Androa 
that  no  children  ahould  be  taken  In  tor 
p*!r. 

"Thia  moving  of  the  home  arihind  the 
city  from  place  to  place  In  an  ill-advlaed 
way  ahould  be  diacountenanced,"  he  went 
en.  "The  children  ahould  be  kept  in  i 
quiet  place,  away  from  tho  InAuencea  of 
evil,  and  not  In  a  manufacturing  district 
where   the   propoaed   new   hoiAe   la  located." 

A  WeoMa'e  Bepetatiea 

Alderman  DInsdale  wanted  to  know 
why  the  home  wa'a  going  to  the  old  Fin- 
layaoR  home,  which  la  probably  the 
oldeat  houae  In  tha  city.  In  an  abandoned 
condition,  and  aubject  to  the  full  aweep  of 
the  charred  eawduat  and  effluvia  from  the 
inllla,  recently  pronounced  ao  unhealthful 
by    the    medical    health    officer. 

There  waa  diacuaalon  about  the  charge, 
made  by  one  alderman,  that  a  certain 
woman,  who  left  a  child  at  the  home  waa 
well  known  on  the  atreeta.  Alderman  Dll- 
worth  objected  to  thIa.  He  aald  It  waa  a 
aerloua  charge  to  make  agalnat  a  woman. 
Her  huaband,  he  aald,  had  gone  to  tha 
front  and  ahe  had  gene  out  from  her  home 
to  have   a   good   tlm^ 

Mayor  Todd  aald  that  the  city  ahould 
receive  aome  refund  for  the  amount  of 
money  the  city  had  apent  on  Improving 
the  Spofford  home,  the  preaent  location  of 
the  heme.  Alderman  Androa  explained  to 
him  that  the  home  waa  being  moved 
becauae  it  waa  ao  crowded  at  preaent  that 
aome  of  the  children  were  living  out  In 
tenta. 

Before  the  granta  wore  paaaed  City 
Solicitor  Hannlnirton  explained  that  the 
city  waa  liable  for  the  aupport  of  the  de- 
tention home  part  of  the  aoclety,  and 
also  under  the  Municipal  Act,  la  com- 
pelled to  make  aultabtc  provlalon  for  poor 
and  deatltute  children  and  that  thIa  aup- 
port could  be  furnlahed  more  conveniently 
by  the  Chlldren'a  Aid  than  by  any  other 
aoclety.

Citizens  of  Port  Alberni  will  have  re- 
newed insentlve  in  their  determination 
to  get  Into  the'  rtiipbuildlni^  industry, 
when  the  sailing  ship  Matahat,  bullt'4>y 
the  CaraaroD'Qanqar  Mlllv.  Shipbuilders,: 
Ltd.,  of  Victoria,  tind  only  recently 
launched,  reaches  that  port  In.  a  week 
or  two  for  the  purpose  of  loading  a 
cargo   of  lumber   for   Australia. 

The  Malahat  will  be  the  first  wind- 
jammer to  visit  the  West  Coast  port 
for  many  years.  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  auxiliary  Bollnder  engines  have  not 
arrived,  thf  vessel  will  make  Its  maiden 
voyage  under  sail  alone.  It  will,  how- 
ever, reeeelve  extra  canvas  In  order  to 
make  up  for  the  loss  of  auxiliary 
power.  .

W.  8.  Seammell,  of  Ssn  Francisco,  has 
purchased  tha  barkentlne  Amy  Turner 
from  I.  N.  Bond,  of  Vancouver,  for 
$60,000.  The  famous  old  vessel  Is  of 
British  ReglHtry,  and  has  >een  at  San 
Francisco  since  March  9,  having  ar- 
rlver  there  from  Manila  with  a  cargo  of 
copra  on  that  date.  Since  then  it  has 
been  practically  on  the  market,  and  the 
sale  to  Mr.  Seammell  was  closed  last 
Thursday. 

Fiv«  yearii  ago  tha  vessel  was  pur- 
chased by  parties  in  Vancouver  and 
t'bnsformed  into  a  barge,  but  later, 
when  the  war  came  along  with  Its  con- 
sequent high  rates  of  freight,  IL  wss 
once  more  changed  Into  4  sailing  craft, 
a  three-masted  barkentlne,  and  sent  to 
Australia  wltM  a  cargo  of  lumber.  The 
ship  Is  very  well  known  at  this  port. 

The  Amy  Turner  was  once  one  of  the 
fsmous  United  SUtes  «Hppers  of  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century  ago.  having  been  built 
In  Boston  In  1877.  It  was  for  years  a 
regular  trader  out  of  San  Francisco  in 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  sugar  trade,  and 
has  to  Its  credit  many  fast  passages, 
particularly  while  under  command  of 
the   late   Captain   Warland.

Capt.  Henshaw's  theme  l^y  princi- 
pally In  the  care  of  the  wounded  Cana- 
dian Tommy  In  France,  and  she 
sketched  the  course  of  the  "Blighty" 
cases  from  the  battiefleld  to  the  Eng- 
lish convalescent  hospital  as  only  one 
of  actual  experience,  who  had  peraonal- 
1y  visited  the  places  shown  In  the  lan- 
tern  slides  presented,  could.  Her  nar- 
rative  was  recited  In  easy,  entertaining 
language,  but  the  story  she  unfolded  of 
the  courage,  suiferlng  and  sacrlflce  of 
Canada's  sons  In  France  was  gripping 
and  impassioned. 

Twloa  Wonadad  Itaaarra  T.O. 

"When  the  boys  go  out  to  France  the 
flrst  time  it  is  hip-hurrah,  and  the 
bands  ara  playing,"  declared  Capt. 
Henshaw.  "When      they      are      flrst 

wounded,  they  taste  of  the  anguish  of 
war,  but  they  gn  back  again,  cheerful 
and  glad  to  get  there.  But  when  they 
are  wounded  again  and  must  return  to 
the  flghtlng  line,  wearing  two  gold 
stripes  on  their  sleeve  because  the 
slackers  at  home  will  not  do  their 
share,  It  Is  too  much.  Any  man  who 
has  to  $0  back  to  endure  tha  hefl  of  the 
front  line  twice  deserves  tha  Victoria 
Cross." 

Watakword  Za  MtolaMy 

Turning  to*  the  work  of  the  hospitals, 
she  said  that  their  watchword  waa  effi- 
ciency. The  whole  organization  of  the 
medical  services  in  France  and  Flan-' 
ders,  as  well  as  In  Kngland,  was  magnl- 
flcent,  and  the  untiring  devotion  to  duty 
of  the  staffs  at  all  the  hospitals  was 
super)).  "You  who  have  relatives  at 
the  front,"  she  said,  "must  realize  that 
when  wounded  they  are  receiving  as 
careful  and  as  skilful  attention  there 
as  they  would  anywhere  at  home."  Tha 
hospitals,  she  said,  were  of  varied  ex- 
teriors, but  all  had  the  same  equip- 
ment, modelled  along  the  most  effective 
and  sclentlflc  lines.  Whan  aha  waa  In 
France  two  years  ago  she  had  been 
told  that  conditions  could  not  ba  im- 
proved, but  her  last  visit  had  proved 
that  they  had  been,  that  what  bad  bean 
efficient  then  was  now  perfect.'

Soma  of  the  tnlnga  most  needed  by 
the  men  in  the  trenches  during  the  com- 
ing Winter,  Capt.  Henshaw  aald,  were 
trench  <!aps  and  mufHers,  nine-Inch 
mitts,  aleevelesB  sweaters,  socks  and 
all  sorts  of  woollen  clothing. 

Very  Rev.  Dean  Qualnton  presided. 
The  meeting  was  held  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Victoria  Graduate  Nutsea' 
Association,  and  nurses  from  the  city 
hospitals  acted  as  ushers  and  took  up  a 
collection  for  the  Sick  Numea'  Benefit 
Fund  and  the  fund  for  supplying  com- 
forts to  the  Canadian  hospitala  in 
France.

The  following  account  of  a  meeting 
held  at  Kam loops  has  been  taken  from 
The  Standard-Sentinel,  of  that  city: 

A  apoclal  meeting  of  the  Kamloops 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  called  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  Iron  re- 
sources of  this  Province  and  especially 
Its  relation  to  Kamloops  and  Its  future 
prosperity,  was  held  in  this  city  on  Au- 
gust 10.  Capt.  T.  H.  Worsnop.  of  Van- 
couver, who  has  recently  returned  from 
Eastern  Canada  and  New  York  City, 
and  baa  made  it  bla  bualncs's  to  invea- 
tlgate  aa  far  as  possible  the  programme 
of  the  GoTcrnmenta,  both  Canadian  and 
Imperial,  as  to  the  development  of  Iron 
deposits  in  this  Province  and  the  use 
thereof  for  the  building  of  ships  and 
other  purpoaes  connected  with  war 
equipment,  was  called  upon  by  Pres- 
ident Galloway  to  address  the  meeting. 

Capt.  Worsnop  gave  a  review  of  his 
Easterh  trip  and  the  results  of  the 
inquiries  he  had  made.  He  suggested 
that  facta  and  flgures  should  be  pre- 
pared to  show  tliat  the  iron  ore  de- 
posits of  this  Province  could  be 
worked  profitably  and  that  there  was 
a  good  market.  Therefore,  he  moved 
the  resolution,  seconded  by  Mr.  S.  C. 
Burton,   that: 

VTvaat  Meed  for  Xroa  aad   S^eel 

"Whereas,  In  view  of  the  great  de- 
mand and  the  existing  urgent  need  for 


iron  and  steel  products  for  the  Im- 
perial Govertidient,  the  various  parts 
of  the  Empire  ai)d  our  Allies  In  the 
present  war,  especially  France,  Italy 
and  Russia,  for  the  more  successful 
prosecution  of  the  war,  and  of  the 
certain  necessity  for  large  supplies 
of  such  products  for  many  years 
after  the  close  of  the  war; 

"And  whereas  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
has  extensive  deposits  of  iron  ore  of 
a  quality  suitable  for  the  manufacture 
of  steel; 

"And  whereas,  on  the  24th  day  of 
April,  1017,  the  Imperial  War  Coun- 
cil passed  the  following  resolution: 
"  'That  this  conference.  In  view 
of  the  experience  oiT  the  present 
war,  calls  attention  po  the  Import- 
ance of  developing  an  aideqruate 
capacity  of*  production  of  the  naval 
and  military  material,  munitions,  and 
supplies  In  all  important  parts  of  tho 
Empire  (including  the  countriea  bor- 
dering on  the  Paclfle  and  Indian 
Oceans)  where  such  facilities  do  not 
presently  exist  and  affirms  the  im- 
portance of  close  co-operation  be- 
tween India,  the  Dominions,  and  tha 
United  Kingdom  with  this  object  in 
view." 

"And  further,  the  Imperial  Muni- 
tions Board  at  Ottawa  has  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  preparation  of  iron 
products  within  the  Dominion  Is  not 
within  its  sphere  hut  solely  a  matter 
for  the  Canadian  Governifaent  to  deal 
wtth: 

"And  whereas,  the  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment has  further  expressed  the 
need  for  the  utilisation  of  the  resources 
of  the  Dominion  to  the  littermost  In 
order  to  facilitate  the  production  of 
materials  and  shipping  which  will  pro- 
vide employment  of  the  manv^en  who 
have  returned  and  will  refurn  from 
service  with  RIs  Majesty's  forces. 

"Now  this  m«.etlng  of  the  City  of 
Kamloops,  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Kamloops  Chamber  of  Commerce 
this  10th  day  of  August,  1917,  does 
demand  that  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment take  Immediate  action  for  the  es- 
tablishment under  Its  direct  control  of 
such  plant  or  plants  as  may  he  neces- 
sary for  the  handling  of  such  iron  de- 
posits as  aforesaid,  and  for  the  conver- 
sion of  the  same  Into  flnished  Iron  and 
steel  products,  and  In  view  of  the  ■  re- 
cent action  and  express  policy  of  the 
United  States  in  regard  to  shipping  the 
urgency  of  the  manufacture  of  Iron 
and  steel  products  on  the  Paclfle  Coast 
of  Canada  Is  the  greater." 
Baqnire  Vadertahtef  rvo«  Oaadidataa 
Immediately  following  the  passing 
of  the  foregoing  resolution,  which  wsm 
agreed  to  unanimously,  it  Was  moved 
by  Mayor  Tyrrell  and  Aid.  Hamlll.  and 
carried : 

"Reaolved,  that  all  candldatea  or 
prospective  candidates  for  the  House 
of  Commons  at  Ottawa  shall  be  re- 
quired to  state  their  determination  and 
give  their  undertaking  to  press  on  the 
Dominion  Government  the  urgent  ne- 
cessity of  so  assisting  in  the  immediate 
development  of  the  iron  deposits  of 
British  Columbia  that  the  iron  and 
steel  Industry  may  be  established  In 
this  Province  forthwith." 

The  meeting,  which  decided  to  send 
copies  of  these  two  resolutions  te  all 
Boarda  of  Trade  and  municipal  bodien 
In  the  Province  for  endorsatlon,  closed 
with  an  expreaaion  of  appreciation  to 
Capt.  Woranop  for  tha  Interest  and 
troubia  that  he  bad  taken  In  the  mat* 
ter. 

About  fifteen  members  were  present 
at  the  meeting,  Preaident  Oalleway  be- 
ing In  tha  chair. 

Saaa  Osa  at  Okatry  Ovaak 
The  Standard-Matlnel  alao  atated  that 
Mr.  F.  W.  Anderson,  M.P.P..  addressed 
th«  meeting  at  Kamloops,  reported  as 
above,  with  relation  to  the  action  of 
the  Provincial  Government  In  regard  to 
the  Mineral  Survey  Act.  and  Introduced 
Mr.  n.  W.  Thompaoii,  the  recently  ap- 
pointed engineer  under  this  act,  for 
Kamloops  and  district. 

Mr.  8.  C.  Burton  sutfkested  that  he 
would  like  ta  aee  Mr.  Thompson  make 
an  Immediate  tnveatigatlon  of  the  iron 
ore  bodiea  in  the  vicinity  of  Cherry 
Craek.  On  motion.  It  was  decided  to 
write  to  the  Government  asking  them 
to  Instruct  Mr.  Thompson  to  'do  this. 
Mr.  Bofton  gave  a  few  facts  and  figures 
as  to  tha  value  af  the  Iron  depaatta  at 
Cherry  Craek.

They  did  It  at  inWi-tltiy,  In  such  a  attll 
\uliemenco  oT  MunllKlit  as  prevails  only 
u|>oii  thoeu  nelKhtM;  they  ahelled  the 
lines  with  guns  which  they  had  hauled 
upon  aledges  to  their  places;  they  aent 
\na\r  white-clad  riflemen  on  ski  round 
ths  elbow  bf  the  rock  to  ruah  the 
trenches  frontally;  while  the  rest,  hoist- 
ing one  another  to  ledgea,  hauling 
othera  up  after  them,  atrlnglng  man- 
ropea  and  driving  In  aplkea  as  they 
ollmbed  In  the  face  of  the  Are,  carried 
the  battle  up  the  wall  of  a  perpendicu- 
lar precipice  and  Into  th^  atone-tra- 
veraed  trenchea.

The  Alpinl  of  the  Adamello  are  proud 
of  their  mountain; ,  there  is  a  sense  in 
which  they  have  made  it.  It  is  not  only 
that  they  have  cut  roads  and  hung 
cables  and  stormed  trenches  upon  it;  but 
they  have  Inhabited  familiarly  and  in- 
vested it  with  character.  Theirs  are 
the  final  heights;  they  are  the  compat- 
riots of  the  peaks;  and  to  come  at  them 
it  waa  necessary  to  graduate  through 
layers  of  engineers  and  transport  men 
at  the  lower  levels  through  a  stratum 
of  territorlaU  half-way  up.  till  one 
crawled  at  last  from  one's  swinging 
iron  (ray  to  the  lip  of  a  precipice  where 
the  cheery,  shabby  men.  each  with  eagle 
feather  in  his  hat,  were  at  home. 

Faces  blackened  with  sun  on  the 
snowflelds.  hands  horny  as  hoofs,  boots 
formidably  ironclad,  uniforms  more 
workmanlike  than  uniform,  and  a  sort 
of  imipanent  and  pervading  Joyous- 
neaa,  a  cordiality  of  spirit,  a  good  glad- 
ness— something.

In  the  meaa-room  below 
the  Garibaldi  Paas  on  the  Adamello, 
one  of  them  waa  leaning  back  In  hie 
chair,  the  mandoline  against  his  breast 
tweaking  a  tune  from  its  strings,  smil- 
ing down  absently  at  the  instrument, 
loving  It,  curdling  It  like  a  baby.  The 
lamp  shone  on  its  lacqi^ar  and  on  his 
black-avlaed.  a-lnd-rasped  fighter's  face, 
abstracted  now  and  dreamy,  while  the 
talk  and  laughter  drifted  round  the 
table.   Indifferent   to  his  music. 

I  turned  to  my  neighbor  at  the  table 
with  a  question.  "Which  of  these  la  the 
man  who  threw  (tie  Austrian  officer  over 
the  precipice  In  the  taking  of  the 
Cavento?" 

He  nodded  to  the  msndollnc  player, 
dreaming  and  tinkle-tinkling.  "That'a 
ths  fellow,"  he  replied. — Perclval  Glb- 
twna  In  London  Dally  Chronicle.

MEETS  SUCCESS 


Sharp  Advance  of  Intrepid 
Soldiers  Near  Verdun  Nets 
More  Territory  Than  Was 
Expected — Terrific  Gunfire. 


GRAND  HSADQUARTBIUI  OF  THE 
FRENCH  ARMY  IN  FRANCE.  Aug.  20. 
— (By  the  Associated  Prasa.) — When 
prlaonera  came  back  In  hundreda  abortly 
after  dawn  thia  morning,  the  observers 
knew  that  the  aharp  blow  decided  on  by 
the  French  higher  command  In  order  to 
sain  more  brsathing  space  at  Verdun 
had  been  succeaaful.  After  the  artil- 
lery had  pounded  the  German  positions 
stretching  along  a  front  of  fourteen 
mllea  from  aouth  of  Bethincourt  -to 
Besonvaux,  until  they  must  have  been 
like  pulp,  the  Infantry  advanced  as  the 
first  streak  of  dawn  lighted  the  sky,  and 
occupied  ail  the  positions  they  had  set 
out  to  conquer,  at  the  same  time  sweep- 
ing Into  their  net  many  prisoners  of 
several  divisions  of  the  German  Crown 
Prince's  army. 

"The  French  aolBiera  showed  oivee 
more  that  they  were  not  yet  bled  white. 
When  the  order  was  given  for  them  to 
go  over  the  top  In  the  face  of  hundq^ds 
of  batterlsa  of  heavy  and  light  artillery 
and  thousands  of  machine  guns,  they 
advanced  singing,  and  nothing  could 
stay  their  dash.  They  were  handled  In 
such  a  way  by  their  officers  that  they 
escaped  through  the  most  dangerous 
part  of  the  ground  they  had  to  negotiate 
with  almost  neglHile  losses,  reaching 
the  Germans  before  the  German  barrage 
fire.  • 

Tloteat  BombardasaBt 

The  correspondent  passed  the  night 
on  the  battlefield  In  the  vicinity  of  the 
thickest  artillery  fire  and  can  testify  to 
its  Intensity.  During  two  famous 
1'*rench  victories,  mt  t5ctol>er^"24  snd*De* 
cember  15,  1916,  before  Verdun,  the  cor- 
respondent waa  present  on  t>oth  occa- 
sions, and  this  time  reached  the  con- 
clusion from  the  fierceness  of  the  fire 
that  the  French  employed  at  least  an 
equal  number  of  guns. 

The  night  preceding  this  battle  was 
fairylike  In  beauty.  There  was  no 
moon,  but  the  stars  were  bright,  and 
the  natural  effects  Were  enhanced  by 
the  constant  succession  of  flashes  from 
bursting  shells,  while  all  along  both 
French  and  German  positions  flares  al- 
most incessantly  arose,  making  the  sur- 
rounding area    brighter   than   day. 

The  only  disturbing  sounds  were  the 
terrifying  screeches  and  whistling  of 
smaller  shells,  and  the  train-like  roar 
of  larger  projectiles  as  they  tore 
through  the  air.  while  the  dull  thuds  of 
trench  torpedoes  reverberated  along  the 
ground. 

The  French  troops  awaiting  the  order 
to  advance  were  not  in  the  slightest 
dlsmayf^  by  the  difficulties  of  the  task 
confronting  them.  They  knew  that  this 
was  unsuitable  terrain  for  attacking 
forces,  but  the  fullest  confldence  reigned 
amung  them. 

Facing  them  were  German  dIvlRlons 
which  had  been  massed  for  resistance 
to  any  effort  the  French  might  make 
to  extend  .||isir  circle  of  territory 
around  Verdun,  whieh  thetGermans  call 
the  doer  to  the  heart  ef  I*rance. 
OoaSdeaes  Vasttfled 

The  confldenoe  of  the  French  proved 
justified,  for  they  not  only  pushed  the 
German  intruders  beck  aa  far  as  they 
Intended,  but  took  prisoners  from  chosen 
German  regiments.  All  through  the 
night  the  German  artillery  had  poured 
thouaands  of  shells  of  every  calibre  into 
the  roads  and  communication  trenchea 
leading  to  the  front.  They  Introduced 
a  novelty  in  the  ahape  of  flfteen-lnch 
ahella  containing  enormous  shrapnel 
bullets,  which  burst  overhead,  scatter- 
ing pieces  fa^  and  wide,  but  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  French  troops  was  so 
cleverly  contrived  that  they  suffered 
little. 

Verdun  itself  received  hundreds  of 
shells,  which  simply  added  to  the  de- 
struction in  the  city.  All  the  ground 
within  eight  miles  of  the  front  lines 
was  strewn  repeatedly  with  shells  con- 
taining a  horrible  new  German  gas 
known  as  "mustard  gas."  affecting  the 
mucous  membrane  and 'any  part  of  the 
body  which  waa  exposed,  causing  ter- 
rible blisters  as  its  base  Is  sulphurle 
acid,  and  bringing  a  slow  and  painful 
death  If  It  enters  the  lungs. 

The  avlatora  were  busy  aa  soon  as 
the  light  permitted,  and  the  correspon- 
dent saw  two  German  machines  shot 
down  by  gunfire,  while  German  airmen 
who  make  a  specialty  of  attacking  ob- 
servation balloons  twice  attempted  to 
destroy  the  balloons,  but  were  driven 
off  on  each  occasion.  , 

Information  comes  from  various  parts 
of  the  line  that  the  French  have  in  sev- 
eral places  gone  further  .  than  was 
originally  intended  and  that  the  pris- 
oners taken  number  into  the  thou- 
sands. 


OtmUOMg  Vsntrals 
LONDON.  Aug.  20.— In  principle  the 
British  Government  is  of  the  opinion, 
liord  Robert  Cecil.  Minister  of  Bloc- 
kade, told  the  House  of  Commons  today 
that  neutral  shipping  which  has  been 
persistently  assisting  Great  Britain's 
enemies  should  t>e  treated  after  the  war 
on  tho  same  footing  as  enemy  shipping. 


Wslsar  laspeots  Tlost 

BERLIN,  Aug.  19.  via  London.  August 
20. — Emperor  William,  according  to  an 
official  announcement  mads  at  the  Ger- 
man Admiralty  today,  Inspected  the 
units  of  the  German  fleet  at  Wilhelms- 
haven  and  then  visited  the  squadrons 
In  the  North  Sea  and  at  Heligoland.

British  Airmen  Pay  Visits  to 
Several  Gernnan  Establish- 
ments in  Belgium  —  Many 
Hits  Are  Reported. 


LONDON,  Aug.  30.— Another  raid  on 
German  military  establishmenu  in  Bel- 
glum  almllar  to  repeated  raids  made  ot 
It;te  was  carried  out  by  machines  of  the 
Royal  Naval  Air  service  on  Saturday 
night,  ^  reported  in  the  following  an- 
nouncement   issued    by    the    Admiralty: 

"Many  tons  of  bombs  were  dropped  on 
tlie  night  of  August  18-19  by  machines 
of  the  Koyal  Naval  Air  Service  on  the 
following    military    objectives: 

"The  St.  Pierre  station  and  sidings  at 
Ghent,  the  Thourout  station  and  dump, 
and   the  Bruges  docka 

"A  raid  also  was  carried  out  yesterday 
morning  on  the  Snellghlm  aerodrome, 
where  a  direct  hit   was  made. 

"On  their  return  our  machines  were 
attacked  by  hostile  aircraft,  which  were 
beaten  off  with  the  aid  of  patrols  of  the 
Boyal  Flying  Corps.  One  enemy  ma- 
chine was  shot  down.  All  ours  returned 
safely." 

SAS  VAN  GENT.  Holland,  Aug.  SO.— 
Terrlflc  explosions  of  bombs  dropped  by 
Entente  airmen  In  a  raid  shortly  before 
midnlaht  Saturday  on  Helza<>te,  a  BelKlan 
town  on  the  Dutch  frontier  18  miles  north 
of  Ghent,  awakened  all  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  town.  German  anti-aircraft  batteries 
were  very  active,  nume  of  their  shrapnel 
bursting    over    Saa    Van    Oent. 

Ghent,  which  in  normal  times  has  a 
population  of  170,000,  also  was  raided  by 
the    Entente    aviators. 

PARIS.  Aua.  20.— A  HelRian  ofriclal  re- 
port   Issued    last    nicht    said: 

"Our  aviaton  service  Hhowed  fcreat  activ- 
ity last  week  despitt-  the  rontlnual  barrage 
of  the  enemy,  operatInK  in  dense  forma- 
tions. We  executed  numerouv  missions 
above  the  enemy  lines.  On  Thursday  iiuh^- 
Lleut.  Thlettry  brought  dowji  his  seventh 
German    machine." 


INSIDE  A  'TANK" 

AT  MESSINES  RIDGE 

An  interesting  account  of  the  doings 
of  a  "tank"  in  the  Battle  of  Mesalnes 
Is  given  by  a  Manchester  man,  who 
writes: 

Our  old    bus   behaved   splendidly.     We 
took  shell  holes  and  trenches  and  crat- 
ers as  easily  as   you'd   step  over  a  gut- 
ter.    Frits  spotted  us,    and    gave    us  a 
good  deal  of  attention.    In  fact  we  took 
a     great     deal     of     the     "barrage"     that 
would    otherwise    have    gone    to    the    in- 
fantry.     However     we     got     well      over 
Fritz's    first    and    second    lines    untouch- 
ed, and  began   to  ascend  a  ridge  where 
had   evidently   been   one  of  the  enemy's 
strong  points.     It  Is  useless  attempting 
to  describe  what   that  ground   was  like. 
There    Is    Just     nothing    on     earth     like 
ground     that     has     been   pounded     over 
every  square   foot  with   every   aitt,  and 
weight    of    shell.      Masses      of      twisted 
wire  and   staples,   craters   full   of   water 
that  were  once  dug-outs  and  nowhere  Is 
the  I  lintest  sign  of  a  trench. 
lf«t  Thalr  Waterloo 

Well,  we  started  up  this  ridge.  ..e 
hadn't  expected  the  water,  having  had 
no  rain  for  so  long,  but  the  shells  must 
have  smashed  up  their  water  supply  or 
something  of  the  kind,  and  as  we  pro- 
gressed we  found  every  shell  hole  and 
crater  to  be  half  full  of  water,  with 
the  result  that  beneath  the  surface  the 
whole  area  was  little  but  mpd  of  un- 
known depth.  Anyway  it  was  In  this 
spot  we  met  our  Waterloo.  The  trac- 
tors wouldn't  grip  and  simply  revolved 
when  we  Began  to  sink.  We  have  a  con- 
trivance known  as  "undltchlng  gear," 
and  this  had  to  be  adjusted  under 
heavy  shell  Are.  Even  then  she  would 
not  move,  so  we  collected  remains  of 
Roche  dug-outs  lying  about — six  foot 
timbers,  half-trnnks  of  trees — in  the 
finding  of  which  we  Jumped  small  shell 
holes,  disappeared  altogether  down 
large  ones,  negotiated  tangled  masses 
of  barbed  wire,  and  performed  other 
considerable  acrobatic  feats — but  they 
were  simply  pushed  down  In  the  mud 
and  disappeared.  All  this  time  Frlta 
was  n-iaking  things  a  bit  llvley,  and  It 
was  during  these  operations  we  had 
our  first  casualty — a  mere  surface 
wound  and  nothing  of  consequence. 
We  were  extremely  lucky  all  through, 
and  by  all  accounts  we  ought  all  to 
have  been  casualties  several  times  over. 

After  many  vain  attempts  to  get  her 
out  we  sat  in  a  shell  hole  and  smoked 
while  our  ofllcern  declared  on  a  course 
of  action.  Anyway  we  finished  by  mak- 
ing the  best  of  our  way  hack,  which  we 
did  without  further  damage,  to  find  on 
arriving  that  there  had  been  others  In 
the  same  plight  as  ourselves.  All  the 
tanks  have  since  'been  got  out,  and  we 
spent  a  day  In  refitting  and  cleaning 
up.
